PROSPECTS IN PALESTINE. 


Irv is not very difficult to gather somewhat. precisely from. 
recent utterances by leading Zionists—from, for instance, the 
interview which Dr. WEIZMANN accorded to the Jerusalem 
Ha-aretz, and from the speech which Dr. NORDAU delivered on 
Sunday last, when he received a well-merited welcome of 
affectionate devotion from supporters of the great Movement in 
this country—what itis that is likely to be conceded by the Paris 
Conference, so. as to effectuate the British Declaration and the 
confirmations of that historic pronouncement that have 
proceeded.from other Powers. 

And first it would be as well to see what of Jewish Nasional 
strivings are notvlikely to be satisfied—at least in the immediate 
present. There will, of course, be nothing in the nature 
of provisions for setting up a Jewish State, now or 
in the future. Indeed, we shall. not be surprised if 
the term Jewish State is not even mentioned in 
the formal document which is to constitute the Mandate 
for Palestine. A Jewish State will probably be no more than at 
most a sequential deduction, from the arrangement that will be 
set forth. Dr. NORDAU, on Sunday, playfully, if not ironically, 
parodied the demand that had been made for the National 
enfranchisement of the Jewish people. He _ represented 


it as a claim for a ready-made, or what has been termed. 


a* reach-me-down” State, all equipped and prepared without 
any effort on the part of Jews, who would take possession 
of a house that had been comfortably furnished for them at 
someone else’s expense. That, we need scarcely say, does not 
represent the claim in anything like a true picture. The most that 
has been.predicated is some formal undertaking that in certain 
eventualities and with certain conditions fulfilled by the Jewish 
people, the right to create a Jewish State in Palestine should 
be theirs; and that Palestine should become a Jewish Common- 
wealth as Jewish in point of administration (as in all other 
respects, indeed) as England is English. 

In this aspiration virtually all Zionists, and certainly Dr. 
Norpav himself, fully. share, while the comparison of the future 
of Palestine in Jewishry to England in Englishry was adopted 
by Dr. WEIZMANN in the -interview he accorded to the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE in March last. 
agreed. about the necessity. for some such stipulation as we have 
indicated being placed in the bond, and:there is still time, before 
the Mandate is formulated, for what we regard as a grave 
Omission. to “be set right. tb: wall: worth while 
briefly to consider its importance, -

But all are by no means — 


There is no need to set out the mere sentimental 
value of a specific concession of State rights being made 
in the Mandate, aNhough, to be sure, that sentimental 


value would prove by no means of inconsiderable practical 


importance. If the Mandate were definitely to state that it 
was the purpose to build up’ in Palestine that which was. 
intended ultimately to become a Jewish Commonwealth, the 
whole plan would take upon itself a degree of much greater 
importance than if the intention to form a Jewish State, how- 
ever surely it might be deduced from the wording of the 
document, were altogether excluded. The prestige which it 
would give to the Jewish people—the political pres- 
tige—would be incalculable: while there cannot be 
much doubt of: the encouragement it would afford toe 
thousands upon thousands of Jews, of all classes the world 
over, to go and take their share in the national effort. There 


- is all the difference in the world between a veiled suggestion 


which it is hoped may be realised, and-a definite promise which 
it is known, all conditions being satisfied, will be observed, — 
There are, however, far more important and more imme: 
diately practical considerations which point to the supreme value 
of there being some indication in. the Mandate of the intention, 
assuming that the Jewish people do their part in its formation, 


to make of Palestine a Jawish State. Let us assume that, 


as the leaders of the Zionist. Movement have put it, the — 


doors of Palestine are opened, and our people enter in with 
hearts bounding with a desire to re-create the ancient soil 
of their fathers as the National Home of their age-long dream. 


Let us suppose, as we may well suppose, that the Jews migrating 
Palestine turn the land which 


has, to so large: an 
for centuries under the doom 
into a country fertile once again, 
prosperous and blessed. Let us suppose, as we may well 
suppose, that Jewish energy, Jewish ability, Jewish resource, and 
Jewish culture will become predominant in the lana, and that the 
land and its people in every way become fitted for Jewish 
self- government, and for the exercise by Jews of the human right 
of self-determination. Now, if there be no word inthe Mandate, 
such as we have indicated, pointing to the present intention of 
the Powers to make of Palestine in the future a Jewish State, 
in striving to obtain those State rights, our people will, at best, 
have to pass through a difficult time of agitation for national 
recognition, while at worst they may be compelled to resort to 
measures that may come to be regarded as acts of rebellion 


extent, lain fallow 


against constituted authority. All that can- be avoided 
beforehand by the insertion in the Mandate now of some 


expression which will leave it beyond question that the setting 
up in Palestine of the Jewish National Home is a means 
designed for the specific purpose of fitting the country for 
becoming ultimately a Jewish Commonwealth. We da 
not in the least believe that any such. provision would 
in the remotest disconcert the Arab population. Whatever 
occurs, it is abundantly clear that the success. of the 
new re-settlement of Jews in Palestine must. depend 
upon the ability of our people to co-operate with the 
Arab population there, equally with our ability to prove 
that we are prepared to develop the country not for purposes of 
private exploitation, but for the general benefit of the land. 


We cannot see how thcse conditions are going to be 


prejudiced, because the intention of the Mandate is made 
clear and definite rather than lbidden in obscurity, and 
thus open to constant doubt and discussion. We would there- 

fore, very strenuously urge upon Dr. WEIZMANN, to represent 
this point of view to the Conference at Paris, with whom he is 


interests of the Jews at present in Palestine or in future to 
migrate there, not alone in the interests of Palestine as a 
whole, and not alone, again, in the interests of the Jewish people 
generally who are necessarily intimately involved in the 
question. We do so in the interests of the general peace and 
good understanding of the world at large, that depend so much 
upon a lasting settlement in the Land of Promise. 

What, then, is the Mandate for Palestine likely to accord ta 
the Jewish people? We gather from the speeches, to which wa 
have already referred, that, in the first place means will be 
taken for assisting and.encouraging a. considerable immigration

We urge it not alone in the~ 
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organisation, will be placed in limited control of Jewish interests 
in Palestine. Their powers would extend to matters specifi- 
cally Jewish, such as Jewish religious exercise and practice and 
Jewish education, and possibly to responsibility for the Jewish 
colonies that are already established in the land. This body 
will in some way be joined up, we imagine, with the adminis- 
trative body set up by the Mandatory Power for the govern- 
ment of Palestine as a whole, and may possibly have 
representation upon that body either in a consultative or an 
executive capacity. The Jewish organisation, which will be a 
‘sort of Jewish Council dealing with Jewish affairs in- Palestine, 
will, so we gather, be assigned preferentially optional rights in 
respect to the purchase of land and to the undertaking of 
works of public utility; and there will be, we doubt not, 
specific guarantees that nd differentiation shall be made 
on account of race. religion, either regarding 
those who may wish settle there or those 
who are already in the land. Hebrew will be one 
of the official. languages of the country, English and 
Arabic being the others. Already Palestine stamps and 


- coinage are marked with Hebrew as well as Arabic and English 


characters. The importance of this concession, we would say 
at once, is, of course, inestimable. 

The skeleton which we have here sketched ‘of what the 
Mandate is likely to contain is built up, as we have explained, 
for the most part by what logicians term the deductive 


process, from the declarations that Zonist leaders have made. 
- We doubt not that when the terms of the Mandate are made 


public it will be found to be a good deal more than mere 
bone. For one thing, we expect. it will formally confirm 


' the Balfour Declaration, and pay due deference to the historic 


connection of the Jewish people with the land which Jews 
sti!l in their most solemn moments of prayer refer. to 


as the Land of their Fathers —a matter of the greatest — 
significance. we do_ not hide from ourselves the 


fact ‘that, taken at its best, its provisions. will fall far 
_ below what we ourselves could wish for, and will be no 
complete response to the expressed Nationalist aspiration 
‘of the Jewish people. We fear this must be so; for one 
reason, because of the circumstances which it would be folly on 
the part of the Peace Conference itself not to take into serious 
and earnest consideration. Those’ circumstances, however, 
ought not to be allowed to outweigh the supreme fact that a 


great deal ef the peace of the -world, so far as the Near East : 


is concerned, is, as we have suggested, bound up with satisfying 
in the fullest possible measure, Jewish National aspirations. A 
Jewish Palestine means peace in the Near East, of which Pales- 


tine is the spear-head. And there is no nationality, other than 


the Jewish, that can be relied upon to fulfil that eminent 


desideratum of ensuring Peace in Palestine, in which, by the by,: . 
of all the Powers England is most interested. In the course of. 


his speech on Sunday night, Dr. NORDAU suggested that it is 


possible that Dr. WEIZMANN had not been bold enough — 


.in the demands that he had made. We have no means of 
passing judgment upon that point. But ‘bearing in mind 
surrounding conditions, it seems to us that there was no one 
else anywhere upon whom the duty Dr. WEIZMANN undertook 


with such supreme energy and _ self-devotion, could have 


fallen. And since there was no one else to carry on the 
negotiations, it follows there was no one else who could have 
carried them on as efficiently and as well. Whether, therefore, 
Dr. WEIZMANN has been bold enough in his demands or not is 
altogether beside the question. 


For, assuming our forecast—admittedly conjectural 


to be anything like what the Mandate will turn out to be— 
assuming all its imperfections, assuming its grave omissions 
and the immense difficulties in Palestine itself, which itis likely 
to create (particularly so, we would observe, when success 
crowns the scheme), the only question that remains—the crux of 
the present situation is: Shall the Jewish people accept what is 
obtained for them in the setting up of a National Home in 


_ Palestine—accept it not merely in words but in spirit ; or shall 
the Jewish people reject it and declare that they prefer to 


remain as a people homeless; that they prefer to remain 
nationally, as Jews, exiles and wanderers : that they will wait 


" until other circumstances arise when a more favourable oppor- 
_ tunity shall-be provided for them whereby the Jewish State its 


ryalestine may be reconstituted ? ? 


There are not a few who would favour the latter course, 
They would throw back upon the Powers the responsibility for 
keeping open—and as long as it is kept open it must grow in 
intensity and difficulty—-the Jewish question, The solution of 
that problem cannot be begun: until Jews, as a people, are 
placed in their rightful National . position—as a pyramid 
upon its base rather than, as now, a pyramid upon its apex. 
They would thus leave it to the Powers to find a way out of the 
difficulty created for the world by the persecution of and the 
prejudice against Jews, whereby our people have for centuries 
been divested of one of the surest of human steadying elements 
—national pride, and all that patriotism in the best sense of that 
much misused word means, for one’s own people. There is, we 


confess, no small force in this argument for rejecting the offer - 
which the Powers are likely to make. But, on the other hand, 
it involves a responsibility not only to Jews but to humanity 
at large, which we doubt whether Jews ought to hazard. 


After all, we have to look at the Jewish situation not merely 


from the Jewish point of view. We have to envisage it, too, 


from the point of view of the world. And the world, as it sees 
us, sees in the Jewish people a people that has given, as ee no 
sort of token ofits ability in self-government, and no sort of 


sign that it is willing to undergo the hardships and the dangers: 


of pioneer work necessary for its own rebuilding .as a nation, 
As a people we have given no practical example yet of our capacity 


to tend our own vineyard, abundant as the evidence has been’ 
throughout the ages of our talent for tending the vineyards o¢ 


others. That being so, we should hesitate to counsel a rejec- 
tion of the opportunity which we believe will be comprised in 
the offer of the Powers. We would, on the contrary, and after 
the most careful consideration, earnestly urge our throwing 
our utmost energy, heart and soul and body into the work that 
will begin when the Mandate is settled. For we may rest 
assured that only by that means, by a manifestation of our 
own good. national qualities, can the shortcomings | of the 


_ Mandate be palliated. 


This moment in many ways an come i. ‘ic pointed to in 
history as perhaps the most solemn and momentous, the most 
critical hour, in Jewish history. We are looking towards Zion 


—wistfully , hopefully. But there is all the while dinning in our 
ears the raucous shriek of the Judenschmerz. We Jews look and 


hope, and hope fills our souls with the fulness of desire for 
the land of our fathers. Yet we cannot close our eyes to the 
grim and awful spectre in the lands of our exile—the piteous 


cries of starving men, women, and children, of brothers and 


sisters, flesh of our flesh, blood of our blood, perishing by 


famine or maimed and massacred by -pogrom-hooligans. We 
know quite well that Jewish Nationalism is not a benevolent _ 
-movement; that it is in a sense its very antithesis ; for its 


purpose is to save the Jewish people from the constant necessity 
of dependence upon Batlamim and the weary round of poverty, 
hunger—and organised charity. Still, it is impossible to dis- 
sociate hope from reality, the one from the other. It is im- 
possible, when asking ourselves what we shall do with the offer 


that the Powers are about to make to us, with all its faults and 


all its shortcomings, to be oblivious of the present condition of 
our people. That condition the war has rendered so desperate, 
so terrible, that for a century hence, unless some relief come 


“now the prospect for the whole of Jewry must be dark in very 


sooth. And the relief that can alone save the situation is 
not mere charitable relief—not the relief merely of the 
Nachtasyl, not the relief of emigration from a country in 
which economic conditions are bad to a country in which economic 
conditions are good—but the moral relief which will be afforded 
by the recognition of our people as a people, of our being given 
the opportunity, as we put it when the Balfour Declaration 


was first issued, of our setting about the first steps for our 


becoming a Nation instead of a hyphenation. This, then it seems 
to us, is not the time to reject the most that We can get in the 
way of the moral relief so vital for the very existence of our 
people. © Ti is the time ¥0 make the very best of what we can 
obtain | 


And, there is a word we would venture which we 
would direct especially to those within the Zionist 
Organisation, . We said just now that the issue of the 
Mandate will be. a beginning and not an ending. At most, 


| it will be the beginning of | the ening of twenty centuries 
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of the mottled history of our people’s past. But if it stayed at 
that it would avail us nothing. Only if it is made the beginning 
of that bright future of which our forefathers dreamed, and 
which we may deem ourselves God-blessed if we are permitted 
to see the reality, will the Mandate, whatever it may contain, 
be of any real value, or will those who have placed themselves 
beneath the banner of Zionism have done their duty. That 
involves not a resting from their labours when the Mandate is 
obtained. It demands vastly increased energy and continued 
zoal; a gathering of forces from whatever source they can be 
obtained, and their being enlisted for the great enterprise. To the 
rest of the Community the world over we would say only this: 
-Tooking at Jewry as a whole, or, indeed, at the state of Jewry 
and Judaism anywhere to-day, we do not envy the toughness 
of conscience, the hardness of heart—or the moral blindness— 
of any son of Israel, who at this hour can stand aside and _ refuse 
to give his help in the great work of national redemption 
to which the Mandate will assuredly invite us. This 
isa time not for  factious opposition or niggljng 
criticism. It is a time 
name, should rise above his lesser self to the greater heights of 
_which the Jewish soul is capable—when Jew should link him- 
self hand in hand with fellow-Jew the world over, and determine 


each to do his share in the great act of-redemption to which’ 


‘the Powers of the world to-day are bidding us. 


Peace and the League of Nations. 
THE definitive conclusion of peace with Germany, though a 
formal act, does, or should, mark the end of the terrible quarrel 
which has raged these four years or more. It is hard to break with 
old prejudices, and it is not in human nature, perhaps, to forget the 
wounds inflicted by enemies—especially such enemies as those 
recently vanquished. But Englishmen, at all events, have never for 
long cherished a grudge; and it is clear to the least informed that the 
world to-day can only nurture ‘mutual hatreds at its own deadly peril. 
‘The whole future, not merely of this but ofall nations,depends upon the 
cultivation of.a spirit of conciliation, the healing of old animosities, 
and the union of all peoples in a common effort to restore the world 
to,a semblance of its former self. Immense and poignant problems 
have risen from the war chaos. 
din of international strife, and they can be neglected only at the risk 
of upheavals in which racial enmities may play acomparatively minor 
part. The Peace, indeed, has now to be won. But it is not only the 
‘peace secured by the Allies’ triumph—the peace embodied 
in the Treaty of Versailles—but a larger peace which 
will allow all the peoples to develop in security the best 
that is in them. It is to this end that the best citizens, and 
certainly “the best Jews’? must*now bend all their efforts, and 
the one and only instrument that lies ready to their hands is 
the League of Nations. At the moment the idea of the League is 
in semi-eclipse, thanks to events which are known to everybody. It 
must be rescued from this condition and strengthened and vitalised 
- until it has become the establised conviction of every man, and 
its application goes unquestioned. The writ of the League 
must run-in every land. Short of that there is: no security 
for any people, least of all for us Jews, particularly those living in 
such storm-centres as are to be found in parts of Central and 
Eastern Europe, and whose safety has deliberately been made to 
depend upon the power and eflicacy of the League. We earnestly 
hope, therefore, that every effort will now be put forth to convert 
the League of Nations from a papér organisation into a great and 
living reality, and that Jews especially will be foremost in their 
devotion to this imperious and sacred purpose. Our Community 
have already given an earnest of their sincerity by the part they 
have taken in the formation of the League of Religions. By 
eschewing Chauvinism, upholding the things that unite rather than 
those that divide, and keeping the League ideal steadily before the 
mind of the nations, they will be truest to themselves as well as to 
the faith they have cherished and by which they are proud to live.

been divulged to the public. But we confess that we do not under- 
stand the course that has been taken in connection with this 
movement. We do not appreciate the holding of a meeting for 
such a purpose secretly, and the public being informed of the 
proceedings, only by means of an officially-communicated report, 
which may (or may not) accurately record what took place. Nor 
do we understand the meaning of the sort of “stand and 
deliver ” attitude which appears to have been adopted 
towards the CHIEF RABBI. He is to be asked, we learn—almost, 
seemingly, by way of compliment —to consent to certain alterations 
(we presume omissions rather than additions) to the ritual, and he 
is told beforehand that if he finds himself unable to agree to what 
the promoters of the movement proposed to ask, then a Ministers’ 
Conference is to be held. What is then to happen, or what is 
hoped then will happen, we are not informed. It is gratifying, 
of course, to know that there is a prospect of the Ministers’ 
Conference being revived—somehow; but are these good peopla 
really serious in suggesting that a Conference of Anglo-Jewish 
Ministers, the majority of whom have no Rabbinical qualifications 
and are therefore not qualified for such work as ritual amendment, 
is to over-rule and over-ride the decisions of the Cuier RABBI? If so, 
then they are breaking from traditional practice and heading for 
schism. It would have been altogether different if the meeting had 
decided upon the promotion ofa World Conferencé of persons authorised 
by Jewish Law and practice, for the purpose of revising the present 
‘Prayer Book. If such a Conference were convened, the personal 
opinion or view of the Cuimr Rapst would be of comparative un- 
importance, because Dr. HERTZ would necessarily feel himself bound 
by the decisions of such a body. But if the meeting was only con- 
cerned with local needs, and was careless about Rabbinical authority, 
it appears-to have forgotten that some eighty years ago a revision of 


the Prayer Book was made strictly upon Traditional lines, and is — 


still in use at the West London Synagogue.’ We shall watch the 


development of this movement, none the less with sympathy, for the 


reasons we have stated, but we confess,-with anxiety, because of the 
somewhat strange proceedings by which it has been inaugurated.

But among the ranks of its members we look also to 
find new workers in other fields of Jewish effort, who will bring fresh 
ideas and fresh points of view to the handling of our communal diffi- 
culties. Weare inwarmagreement with that distinguished educationist 
the Vice-Chancellor of Leeds University (gvho attended a luncheon 
given tothe Conference), when he says that the student life of Great 
Britain, Europe, and America is destined to become a far more 
important factor in contemporary life and politicsthaninthepast. Sir 
MICHAEL SADLER, with his large vision, takes note of the great mission 
of Jewry to act as the unifier of peoples, and more particularly as 
one of the links between the West and East. It is a thought which 
affords high inspirat on, the opportunity for which will come, as 
never before, with the establishment of a Jewish Homeland in 
Palestine. And, it is among the young Jews-now coming up in 


increasing numbers from the traditional tomes of English learning - 


that many of the workers will be found for this great object, as for 
the narrower, but in a sense equally important, one of the belated 
revival of Judaism in this country.

“WHY I JOINED 


By 

HE letter printed below, of which the present writer has been 
the recipient, may tend to help the consideration of the 
“Liberal” Jewish Movement and its place in Anglo-Jewry, 
which at the moment is a subject of topical imterest far trans. 


cending the confines of the Hill Street Synagogue :— 


DEAR MENTOR, 

I wrote to you a long time ago a letter which was something of a 
“confessional” one. It told, I hope straightforwardly, and I am sure 
honestly, something of my religious doubts and difficulties, and some- 
thing of the spiritual cravings which I, as a Jewess, nourished. I told 
you that because of the circumstances of my upbringing I had become 
estranged in body almost as much as in spirit from the 
synagogue; how its service, instead of uplifting my spirit 
and rendering me nearer to God, merely irritated, annoyed 
and exasperated me, with its meaningless repetitions, with the 
disorder that throughout prevailed, with the lack of that essential 
for any religious service—good music—and with the difficulty of a 
modern Jewess following with anything like intelligence 
or accuracy the Hebrew ritual. Your reply, which you were kind 
enough to send to me, was, I admit, sympathetic, and 
- comforting. You bade me learn Hebrew. You told me how that grand 
old tongue, that has become sacred in the world because¢ it is the 
languageof the Bible and the Commandments, was th »roud possession 
which thousands and thousands of our people have . . .eir very hands 
and yet neglect with contumely. And you asked me, I recollect, what I 
would say if ‘any came to me and pleaded starvation: and the 
direst of penury if at their very hands was untold wealth which 
they merely refused to utilize. You told me, I remember, 
that the language of our people was the key to nine-tenths 
of our people’s difficulty, and that, at least so far the prayer-book 
was concerned, despite the many accidents which have 
happened to it in the course of ages and the excrescences which have 
been permitted to grow upon it, the key to the whole of our trouble is 
the language of the Jew, With a knowledge of that language in our 
possession the prayer-book, in essence, would be revealed as the most 
exalted and magnificent ritual extant, its prayers breathing the 
purest of idealism, its aspiration invested with the highest 
of ethical - conceptions. Even the indecorum in the syna- 
gogue of which I complained to you so bitterly, you promised me 
would appeal to mein a different light altogether—as something 


temporary and by no means essential. If I but knew Hebrew, this © | 


indecorum would be shown to be*merely the chaotic growth of the 
unhappy. environments through which our people have passed; that 
the prayer-bdook, the ritual and the service are all perfectly consistent 
with a most absolute decorum, the most exiguous could exact. 
But, dear Mentor, I cannot learn Hebrew ; for Hebrew to me, with 
. the upbringing I have received, is a dead language and a strange 
tongue. Lam English, and from my earliest infancy the possession 
of that splendid heritage has been impressed upon me as ‘the 
very proudest thing of my life. That life at best, whatever 
happens, cannot but be short—that is the fate of all humanity— 


and I have so much to learn. If I must give adequate time to | 


English literature of which, keen student as I am, I know so little— 
and then there is French and German literature, of which I must 
know something if I would know English literature even moderately— 
why, then, is it. not unreasonable to ask us English Jews and 
Jewesses to devote so much of the time we can ill spare to studying a 


language and mastering a literature merely for the purposes of the — 


synagogue and of public worship? Besides, is not God to be reached by 
any language, even by the unspoken word of the earnest soul? And was 
the Jewish ritual, I would ask, made for the Jew, or do you think the 
Jew was made for the Jewish ritual ? 


No, your prescription kindly meant, and doubtless from some points 
of view, severely logical, I could notadopt. Why shall my soul starve. 


until I mastered the Hebrew tongue, and with it something of Hebrew 
literature? . .. so I joined the Synagogue at Hill Street, not 
because I agreed with the doctrines of Mr. Montefiore with which I 
did not trouble: myself, nor because I cared particularly about the 
service on Saturday afternoon instead of Saturday morning. I joined 
because when I enter that place of worship I can follow the prayers. 
I know the proceilure ; every word of the prayer-book appeals to me, 
‘and I come away a better woman because the service and the 
‘prayer-book have given me the means of communion betwixt myself 
and the Almighty to which the prayer-book and the service of your 
orthodox synagogue are a virtual bar—uniess I suppose one knows 
Hebrew and is acquainted with Hebrew literature... . . 


You will perbaps object, at least so I think from the letter you sent 


me, thatall this that I say may be some indication that the “ Liberal” 
Synagogue is a means of making me a better, because a more 


religious woman. But does it make me a better Jewess? Frankly | | 


I know not, although I feel it has; but with equal frankness I will tell 
you I care not. ‘ If [can be a better Jewess by shutting out spiritual 
‘influences and brushing aside the ethical uplifting of religious exercise, 
then ‘that is: poor showing for Judaism. I believe, on the contrary, 
“that Judaism is nob-dependent upon an éxact ritual, upon the

ipsissima verba of a service—and we ‘now that there are excellent - 
God-fearing Jews, splendid coreugionists from whatever point 
of view we may look at them, who are not Orthodox, as it is 
called. There are thousands upon thousands in America, fine Jews 
in the best sense of the term, who worship not according to orthodox 
prineiples, and who pray to their God in language they understand ; 
so that,as I often think, not alone do they understand the prayers 
they offer, but they catch the ecltoing answer from God in a language 
with which they are conversant. If the test of being a good Jew or 
Jewess is the use of a ritual we do not comprehend and the employ- . 
ment of a service that appeals not to us—if that’ were really so there 
might be found a gaping hiatus, to use your own expression Mentor, 
between Fa terms good Jew or Jewess and good man or woman. 
Pray} do not think I have forgotten the appeal you made to me in 
the letter to which I have referred, from the point of view of what 
you call the whole House of Israel. Your appeal was pathetic, and if 
you do not mind my saying so, it did ereditto your heartand even to your’ 
imagination. But did it, I ask, offer a practical solution to my then 
present difficulty? Of what avail was it for me to think that whenI 
went into the synagogue and the proceedings were to me but 
gibberish, that when I watched the indecorum and noted the to me 
Meaningless ceremonies—of what avail was it for me to think, 
as you bade me, that thus were the millions and millions of our brethren 
for whose sake I had to remain in the ranks, just as the 
good commander modulates the march of his army to suit not 
the strongest, but the weakest of his men? Again there comes to me 
the thought: why shall my soul starve and my spirit perish, why 
Shall the souls of so many of my brothers and sisters starve, 
and the spirit of so many of my brothers and sisters perish for 
this idea of the unity of Isracl, which in fact does not. exist, 
and never has been complete? Is it not better that each of 
us shall pray in his or her own tongue, in his or her own way 
according to our lights—that we should nourish our souls and 
satisfy our spirit in such a way as is consistent with our upbring- 
ing and our surroundings, rather than that the one should starve and 
the other perish, because, forsooth, of the undeveloped soul and the 
repressed spirit of some poor Jew or Jewess in some , Galician 
Ghetto? . . . You will not be surprised at, and, you will 
understand why I have become a “ Liberal.” I feel in doing so I 


have not, as it were, “verted” from my people. I feel that I have |. 


become a better Jewess, because I know that my joining has rendered 
me the means of becoming a better woman . 


There are many, many thoughts that must arise in the mind of 
anyone who peruses with care and with sympathy, and, above all, with 
that understanding which surpasses both, the earnest lines of my cor- 
respondent. They should be pondered upon, I venture of think, by a 
large number of our folk; both those who are so satisfied with things 
as they are because the things satisfy themselves, as well as by 
those who are merely formal adherents of so-called orthodox 
Synagogues, and who are careless altogether of the ext ‘nt to which the 
synagogue to which they subscribe satisfies (or fails to satisfy) the needs 
of others, infinitely less careless than themselves.

Military Appointa ents in France. 

PARIS [F.0.C.] 
A number of military appointments, in which Jews figure largely 
have been announced. They are as follows :— 
Brigadier General Camille Lévi, to be Governor of Dunkirk; Brigadier 
General Grumbach to command the 14th Infantry Brigade; Brigadier 
General Mayer (the conqueror of the Germans in the Cameroons) to be 
Assistant Maritime Prefect of Brest and Commandant of the Military Sub- 
Division at that town, and (as I have already reported to you) Brigadier 
General Henry to be Director of Engineering of the 14th Army Corps. 

Four other Jewish Generals are holding commands, either in the 
interior or in the occupied territories. They are General (of Division) 
Valabrégue, and Brigadier Generals Alexandre, Geismar, and Lucien 
Lévy. ‘Two other coreligionists rank as Generals in their capacity of 
Intendants, viz., Bloch and Lévy. 

In order that these statistics may be complete I must mention the 
Generals who ng? aot on the retired list, but held commands during the 
war. They are Gtneral Heymann, General (of Division) Naquet-Laroque, 
General Dennéry, and General Bloch. Another was General Francfort, 
who was killed in the bombardment of Paris by “ Big, Bertha.”

A meeting of the Council of thé Jewish Lads’ Brigade was held on Sunday 
in the Board Room of the Central Synagogue. Colonel Sir F. L. Nathan, 
K.B.E., presided. Those present included: Rev. M. Adler, D.S.O., Major

of the Brigade who had fallen in the war numbered 530 all ranks, or 27. per 
cent. of the total Jews in the British Forces (excluding colonials) who had 
lost their lives in the service of the country.

LETTER FROM’ MR. I. ZANGWILL. 

The 7'imes printed on Monday the following letter from Mr. Zangwill :— 

Srr,—As several of your contributors and correspondents seem to take 
‘Jew ’’ and “* Bolshevist ’’ as synonyms, I hasten to send you two documents 
which have reached me by the same post. The first, La 7'ribune Juive, is 
a new anti-Bolshevist weekly issued in Paris, and describing itself as the 
‘* Organ of the Jews of Russia.’’ Some substantiation of this claim is 
afforded by the fact that its director, M. Ruben Blank, came to me before 
Bolshevism was invented, as the representative of Russian Jewry. It 
contains, as you will see,’an article from Vinaver, one of the greatest leaders 
of that Jewry, and a protest against the attribution of Bolshevism te Jewry 
from the non-Jewish Bourneff, a former Socialist Mayor of Moscow, and its 
first aim is to combat “ this shameful and disastrous tyranny.’’ The second 
document. is a Yiddish poster, in Hebrew letters, sent me from Russia. 
presumably Odessa, signed Abraham Bezalel, President of the Organisation 
Bureau. It is an appeal to ‘“‘all Jewish workers and soldiers, to the whole 
Jewish Democracy,” and it summons them to’ rise against the Rumanian 
Army, which has annexed Bessarabia and is approaching Odessa. ‘The fate 
of half a million Jews is at stake, it declares, who will be transformed from 


free Russians into Rumanians without rights, and they are adjured to raise © 


Red: battalions for the Holy War of Freedom. All revolutionaries and Jews 
are against war, it asserts, but there are moments when one must fight, gun 
in hand. A small handbill (which I likewise enclose) adds to this appeal. a 
concluding paragraph proclaiming that a New World is being fashioned in 
the flames of World-Revolution. a 
It would thus appear, exactly as one would have expected, that Jews, 
like every other race, are politically divided, and that in the tragic intricacies 
of European politics they have swayed this and that way according to local 
circumstances and their consciences. The only thing in which they are at 
one is in being massacred, by all parties, and as it is quite possible that 
descriptions like those of Miss Inigo Jones serve to lull the world’s con- 
science to horrors surpassed only by those perpetrated against the Armenians, 
I trust you have satisfied yourself of her bond fides and sanity. To me her 
narrative reads like some hereditary memory of Ben Jonson’s “‘ Masque of 
Blackness,’’ for which her presumable ancester designed the scenery, or as 
though her brain had given way before her terrible experiences, for the acts 
of cruelty she alleges are grotesquely opposed to all I know of Jewish 
psychology, a lurid exaggeration even of those authentic atrocities which 
Russian Christians have long practised and are still practising upon the Jews.—

‘MEETING OF MINISTERS AND LAYMEN, 
[COMMUNICATED. 


The following letter was issued to many of the London ministers :-— 

Dear Rev. Sir,—We being Jews of that generation which will shortly 
have to bear on its shoulders the burdens and responsibilities of the com- 
munity, have come to the earnest and studied conclusion, after having 
consulted with some of the leading members of the community, that, the 
time has now arrived to take steps.to provide Sabbath services in our 
Synagogue, which will appeal to the spiritual needs and provide the essen- 
tial uplifting to the -daily lives of modern.Jews, that is so lacking in the 

present Ritual. 

We feel that if we want to retain in the community the vast number 
of Jews and Jewesses who are now wavering between Judaism and its rejec- 
tion, we must provide a service that will appeal to their modern: spiritual 
line of thought. Wath this end in view, and believing that we are voicing 
the views of many of the younger generation, we are approaching the ministers

The Home Secretary and Russian-born Aliens.

Str,—As your readers will recall, the Royal Assent to the Act which has 
eaused so much trouble, namely, the Military Service (Conventions with Allied 
States) Act, 1917, was given on the 10th July, 1917—the Convention with Russia 
being signed six days later. The latter was negotiated by Sir George Buchanan, 
British Ambassador at Petrograd, with M. Terestchenko, the Foreign Minister of 


‘M. Kerensky, whose tenure of office as Premier of the Revolutionary Provisional 


Government was of a hand-to-mouth character. 

The American Government did not delay, like ourselves, to ascertain the 
facts as to the conditions obtaining in Russia.following upon the abdication of the 
Tsar, but despatched a Special Diplomatic Commission to Petrograd consisting 
of Mr. Elihu Root, Ambassador Extraordinary and six Ministers Plenipotentiary. 
These gentlemen returned on the 9th July, or the day before the British Act of 
Parliament was passed. They record what were the facts in a volume entitled 
‘‘ America’s Message to the Russian People” (Marshall Jones & Co., Boston). 
Mr. Root, in an introductory note, observes, “ At the time of the American 
Revolution, the American colonists had more experience in the difficult art of 
self-government than any other people in the world ; yet it took them eleven 


years from their Declaration of Independence to reach an established Government 


under the Constitution of 1787.” : 
In an address to the American Bar Association on September 7th, 1917, hesaid :-— 
** When the Commission landed at Vladivostock, there were thousands of 
Committees which had been formed in every town and in every city and 
almost every village, in every garrison, camp and division and regiment of 
the great Russian Army. These thousands of Committees undertook to 
regulate their local affairs. They had no relation to each other and they had 
no sub-ordination to any general Government. 75 per cent. of the people 
could not read or write., With very few exceptions they had no knowledge 
and no experience in self-government. They had no institutions through 
which to govern, and we all know there can be no self-government except 
through institutions of government.

The validity of the Convention and the consistency of the Home Secretary 
based thereon can: be readily tested. I quote the following note -from 
The Nation published 27th December:— = 

“Mr. Lloyd George in his speech at the Guildhall on the 8th November 

proposed that the Allies should take some active steps to promote peace with 
Russia. He wasnot very explicit about the means to hasten peace, but he was 
quite definite in advising the use of our influence to that end. He has sin¢e 
declared that you cannot make peace with Russia. There isno Russia. There 
is no firm and steady Government to make peace with. The people really do 
not know their own minds. The vast majority are indifferent and do not care 
much for Lenin or Denikin. It is a dismal prospect, of course, but we must 
wait, he urges, until Russia emerges from her civil war.” 

Your readers will agree that it was not creditable to have negotiated the 
Convention with Terestchenko and positively immoral for the Home Secretary 
Mr. Shortt, to base upon the non-compliance on the part of the Poles and Jews 
with its provisions, orders for deportation and refusing men permission to return 
to this country in the exercise of their international right underthe civil law, authori- 
tatively recorded, and, in my jadgment, correctly stated in the Italian Code Civil. 

The value of the proclamations of autocratic rulers to deprive European 
peoples of their civil rights will be generally challenged now that the Central 
Empires and the Ottoman Empire have fallen. Either a man has, or has not, the 


right conceded to-him under the Italian Code of choosing his citizenship, renouncing _ 


the one he has acquired and of choosing a new one. Italian jurists insist that such 
rights are included in the international rights of the human being, and that a 
sovereign must so exercise his powers as not to infringe the international rights 
of men, or of the community, or the general requirements of international society. 

I have yet to learn that the United States Government has followed the bad 
example set by this country in entering into a military convention with 


M. Terestchenko’s so-called Government. Men acting in good faith would be— 


ashamed to have done so. 

I should not have raised the issues presented by this letter but for the fatuous 
policy pursued by the Home Secretary, Mr. Shortt, in arrogantly insisting upon 
the validity of the impugned Convention, as conveyed in the report appearing 
in your issue of the 19th instant of his interview with the deputation introduced 
to him by Lord Rothschild on the 2lst November. He needs to be plainly spoken 
to! But I doubt whether he, or his subordinates, can realise the great injury he 
is inflicting on the fair fame of the British nation for straight dealing. Does he 
realise, further, the immense injustice of setting wp a secret tribunal, wholly opposed 

to English traditions, for determining whether Jews or Poles refusing to 
recognise the Russo-British Convention should be deported for disobedience, 
and for withholding from free men the right of asylum in this country concedcd 
to them from Plantagenet times? What, I ask, is to become of the starving

Representatives of the Council of the Jewish War Memorial addressed 
a meeting of members of the Bayswater Synagogue on Sunday alter- 

noon. Mr. A. Oppenheimer presided. 
Rabbi Dr. Goutancz said that with the general objects of the Memorial 
he was in hearty agreement, and it was because he felt so strongly on 
the subject that he was so dissatisfied with the state ot Hebrew and religious 
‘education in: Anglo-Jewry at the present time, the effect of many years 
neglect. He felt that this low condition of Hebrew learning and Jewish 
feeling was due to the fact that, in tae past, no attempt had been made 
to aim at the best, and that in various departments of public work, and 
as regards public workérs, something below mediocrity was given a promt 
nence and exagg rated praise most harmful to the highest interests of the 
Community. ‘jhis was not the way to secure teachers of religion, or 
teachers generally of the best material. Moreover, it was necessary that the

-ghould: themselves possess Hebrew: knowledge and religious feeling, ‘and, 
if possible, be of those who had had the benefit of religious training. He

it was their primary patriotic duty to provide. They were told everywhere 
that anti-Semitism was rife, and was growing in this country. There was 
only one thing that would make him afraid of anti-Semitism, and that was 
if it ever had a justification. 
If there was one justification that anti-Semitism could have, it would 
be that they were alfowing Jews to grow up without Judaism. He refused 
to believe that those who had been spared from the five years of war would 


allow thoughtlessness to carry them to the length of neglecting the greatest | 


duty which, as a Community, they owed to the State, the duty of ensuring 
that their children and children’s children might be brought up as good 
citizens, as men and women inspired by those beliefs which alone could 


keep them strong and straight against all the material temptations by which — 


they were surrounded. 
Dr. A. Ercunonz addressed the meeting on the subject of Jewish Re- 
ligious Education, emphasising the fact that this was the cardinal ‘object 
of the War Memorial. Jewish Religious Education as an organised activity 
had occupied the Community seriously for two generations. The work had 
been uphill, and had rightly been subjected to cr:ticism. .. Despite all, the 
progress of re‘igious education. had been great owing to the zeal of its 
promoters. In the Bayswater Synagogue one might. speak in hallowed accents 
of the great work and ideals of Hermann Ad'er, of revered memory, who 
shad ministered to them for over a quarter of a century... Had he been spared, 
he wou'd have’ thrown. himself,. without stint, into the work — ef 
the Memorial, so as to embody its objects in perpetuity. Ag regards Jewish 
religous education, what were they out to perform?. In the first place, 
_ teachers must be provided, and properiy paid. | The Community must be 
-prepared to retain its teachers for its own work, in face of hedvy com- 
petition for their services, attracting them to outside work. | Secondly, 
children must be gathered into the foid and taught. There were thousands 
of Jewish children not receiving Jewish education in London at this 
mee and the same was true of the Provinces. For London alone an 
endowment fund of £100,000 was needed at once if the present position of 
relig ous education was to be maintained and fot allowed to decline. 
Jewish children without Judaism were a danger to Jewry, and to. the 
general Community. The War Memorial must step in to avert such danger. 
‘It would be asked quite naturally what subscribers were going to obtain in 
return for their contributions? What sort of Jewish child were they going 
to produce’? It had been said that the aim of the Memorial was to ensure 
that every Jew in the country should be equally creditable te his British 
citizenship as te his Jewish Faith. All were agreed on this. They had 
also to remember that the War Memorial was building up Jewish History 
as well as English History. and that they had to secure that every English 
Jew should be pre-eminent in the Jewries of the world as a Jew—fulfilling 
in the words of Hermann Adler, the ‘‘ Undying Mission of Israel.’’ How 
.were they to achieve this pre-eminence in Jewry for the English Jew? By 
no other means than by teaching the Jewish child what it had to be and to 
do, He must know that he belonged to the Holy People—Holy in its obli- 
gations to God—knowing as a Jew the precepts that God had laid upon 
his People, and being ready to perform them. He must know what he 
-had to be—an example to mankind around”him, living to practise justice, 
to exercise mercy,-and to walk humbly before his Creator. Here was an 
ideal upon which. all Jows could unite. The Almighty had endowed them 


It behoved every one of them 


-One—to aim, not at. uniformity: but at a unity. which should be sacred.

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MRS. FREDERICK G. HENRIQUES. 

By the death of Mrs. Frederick Henriques, who passed away last 
Saturday morning, there was lost to the community and the West London 
Synagogue one of the very best of women I have ever known. Thirty- 
nine years of intimate and delightful friendship enable me to say this 


with) simple justice. She was not only a pious Jewess of the old school 
who set an example to others by the constancy of her principles and the 
absolute sincerity with which she discharged her religious duties, but she 
was such a staunch and kindly friend as one rarely meets with in life. 
In all things she could always be depended upon. At the house of God 
her attendance was as regular as it was punctual, nothing was allowed to 
interfere with it; and as a matter of course she would brave all weathers 
on foot on the Sabbath day. She worshipped with true devotion, in 
perfect sympathy with the sacred surroundings. Her attitude to the 
religion in which she had been carefully trained was one of simple, 
unquestioning faith. She was entirely satisfied with the synagogue, its 
service, and its ministrafions. . 

_ Similarly outside the synagogue, she set a fine example to others. 
I never knew anyone . 
whom she once admittéd to her friendship were the objects of her 
unfailing regard. She never spared herself or minded trouble in her 
intercourse with them. Those who were ill, or in trouble, or had fallen 
on evil days could count upon her sympathetic attention. Even in her 
last illness she never failed to manifest interest in the concerns of others. 
She was full of charitable thought, and one never heard her speak ill 
of anybody. Except that in her younger days she was on a couple of 
Jewish committees, Iam not aware that she officially connected herself 
with any institution. But she was doing good all the time, the good from 
which the world derives at least as much benefit as from institutional 
publicity. She was a regular reader of the JEWISH CHRONICLE. As an 


- instance of the care with which she perused its more serious portions I 


may mention that she once called my attention to the text of a printed 
sermon which had a wrong chapter and verse attached to it. 

But one likes to think of her as the loving wife of the late Frederick. 
Gutteres Henriques, whose devotion to the West London Synagogue, of 
which he was Treasurer for many years, is written large in the history of 
the congregation, and whose lovable disposition endeared him to all who 
knew him. It was Mr. Henriques who brought abont the arrangement 
with the Portuguese Synagogue by which that congregation entered into 
joint occupation with ours of the burial ground at Hendon. He and she 
were an ideally-matched couple, who shared with each other the same 
kindly and religious interests, and were imbued with the same old-world 
courtesy which is growing rarer every day.

THE REV. A. A. GREEN'S ADDRESS. 
was as follows: It is but fitting that in the synagogue of which he was a 


congregant for twenty-seven years a tribute of the respect which is so pro- — 


found, of the appreciation which is so real, and of the affection which is so 


deep, should be rendered to Philip Ornstien, the eminent Secretary of 


the United Synagogue, whose déath leaves his Community bereaved of a 
great public servant, who held in his capable hands the threads of many 


of the interests that combine to make up the web of the strong, yet 


delicate, fabric that constitutes the well-being of the Jewish Community. 
My own close association with him goes back, in unbroken continuity, 


over a period of no less than forty years, when I was but a mere youth 


at school and ‘he was but a young man in the office of his great 
predecessor, Dr, Asher, and we became bound together by our mutual 
obligation to, and affection for, that superlatively able man whose memory, 
to the last days of Mr. Ornstien’s life, we loved to keep alive by the 


tenderest of grateful recollections. Dr. Asher was 4 very wonderful man 
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with a mighty brain, to whom intricate organisation was naturally easy, 
with a deep Jewish spirit, with a rarely unselfish philanthropy, with a 
broad and catholic outlook upon all things, and with a clear judgment of 
nen and matters that was almost infallible. His unerring instinct 
appraised at their full value the qualities of the young man at his side, 
whom he trusted and whom he trained, and I knew Philip Ornstien well 
enough to understand that he would have chosen, if he could, no more 
cherished epitaph for himself than that, called to take upon himself the 
continuity of the work of his beloved chief, he maintained the tradition — 
and kept it, to the end, as high as he found it. , 

The United Synagogue is a very great organisation and calls for 
exceptional gifts on the part of those .responsible for its administration. 
since Mr. Ornstien assumed the secretaryship, the number of its con- 
.tituent congregations has almost doubled; the Associate Synagogue 
<cheme has added a new, a wide, and a responsible accretion to its work. 
The administration of its trust funds has necessitated careful note of the 
needs of the poor and skilful adaptation to modern recognition of first 
principles undreamed of in the philosophy of those who devised the 
oviginal beneficent foundations. The work of the Visitation Committee, 
always an object of high consideration on the part of the Honorary 
Ofticers, has grown to an enormous extent, creating wide organisation, 
covering a network of far flung institutions, affecting thousands of patients 
‘in hospitals and infirmaries, hundreds of inmates of asylums and prisons, 
and involving, at times, considerations of the utmost delicacy and import- 
ance as between the needs and rights of Jews and the prerogatives of 
various institutions. The work has been all so wide and so diverse that 
~ each of the branches of the United Synagogue interests has been a great 
institution in itself, and, although the personnel ofthe departments have 
yaried in the call for different sets of devoted honorary workers and 
supervisors, Mr. Ornstien helped them all, administered them all, and 
was a specialist in each and every one of them. For his capable brain 
nothing was too great, 

FOR HIS CLEAR CONSCIENCE NOTHING WAS TOO SMALL. 


Complicated accounts came through the mill of his expert treatment : 


comparatively simple and wholly intelligible. Petylexing problems were 
sifted into order as soon as they were relegated to the solution of his clear 
judgment. The secretof his success was that to his real genius he added 
untiring industry. He neglected nothing. He was faithful in all things, 
and he never allowed himself the luxury of fatigue either of body or of 
mind. He was as dependable as a rock. Everyone trusted him and 
no-one was ever disappointed. The Honorary Officers relied upon him. 
It was characteristic of him that he never obtruded himself or forced 
his opinions, but his lightest word had the utmost weight, indeed he had 
no light word in whatever concerned his duties and responsibilities. 

He did not speak at public meetings, although there were few more 
eloquent among us than was he. He was a great and wide reader, and 


possessed not only a clarity of diction but, also the remarkable gift of — 


saying everything needed in a few words, and always the right words. 


There was no need for any margin in a letter from Mr. Ornstien, nor was . 


there ever room for anything between the lines. He was 
A GREAT JUDGE OF CHARACTER. 3 
Like all trustworthy men, he liked to deal with people as reliable as him- 
self, but he was devoid of all trace of snobbishness, either intellectual or 
moral, and would be patient with a man whose mental limits he saw, and 
gentle with those who did not possess his own standards of stability. 
_ To the ministers who came into contact with him he was, I can say 


on behalf of them all, a real and ready friend. There may have been | 


times when, under conditions, the alteration of which he greatly desired, 


complicated financial statement was too much for the successful treat- 


ment of a minister untrained in accountancy, but if anything was sub- 
mitted to him he gave his assistance, not as a harassed secretary who 
was being worried by error, but as a friend who was helping another in a 


difficulty. He was seen at his best by those who were privileged to have _ 


access to him for the benefit of his advice in anything that gave them 
anxiety. Many people’s troubles dre caused by their own mistakes. 
When this was so, he never censured and never was didactic. He 
preferred to soothe. No one ever sought his advice without receiving 
his best. No one ever took his advice without advantage or disregarded 
it without subsequent regret. The secret was that just as the needle 


points inevitably to the Pole, so did his judgment point immediately and’ 


Uunerringly to the right. 

In later years my official contact with him was more or less confined 
to the visitation work and work among the poor, and although it is diffi- 
cult to pick out from his many interests one in which he may be said to 
have excelled above all others, it seemed to me that his tenderest concern 
was disclosed in this great branch of the work of the United Synagogue. 
He was so anxious that all Jewish interests, in whatever institution was 
under consideration, should be loyally safeguarded, and he would put the 
whole of his strength into demanding and 

: SECURING THE RIGHTS OF HIS PEOPLE. 


But he was also deeply concerned in seeing that nothing urfreasonable or 


vexatious should be put forward. He considered that each visitor who 


approached the governing authorities of a hospital, or an asylum, or a 
prison, stood, in the opinion of the outside world, for the good sense and 
good name of the Jewish Community. And when any step was, in his 
considered judgment, to be taken that asked for anytbing or remonstrated 
about anything, his official letters were a model of good sense and godd 
faith. They never failed of their purpose, and may well be referred to, 
for all time, as the perfect examples of correspondence of this character, 
The welfare of his brethren gave him much thought and care. He loved 
to serve them, and he wanted to raise them. He was one of the founders 
of the Hayes Industrial School, of which, to his death, he was the Hono- 
rary Secretary, and his face would glow as he told one of the success in 


life of one of his boys who had redeemed and established himself. He 
knew that much of the misery and of the undesirable grew out of the 
unsatisfactory conditions under which people lived, and he threw himself 
into the

which has done so much to provide, with easy accessibility, the decencies 
of life for the homes of the working classes. Altogether, I would sum up 
his place among us by a figure drawn from the cult of freemasonry, 
of the noble brotherhood of which he was so ardent an exponent. 
In every Arch there 
Structure in position and makes it secure. Such a man was a 
keystone in our community. He held things together, he fitted accurately 
and faithfully into his place, the weight pressed upon him, he held firm 
himself, and kept the whole structure sound and stable. 

Ihave left to the last the other and the very sacred side of his life 
and character which refers to his personal life and his home associations. 
I have known him long enough to know that his parents were proud of 
him. .He was the best of sons and the best of brothers. His marriage 
was one unalloyed{happiness, and to the best of wives he was the tenderest 
of husbands. His children and grandchildren adored him, and they were 
the objects of his worshipand devotion. This greatly gifted man delighted 
in “Sweet household talk and phrases of the hearth.” We can but hope 


_ that their bereavement will be helped and comforted by the sincerity with 


which we share it, and I pray for our community that it may ever be 
blessed by the accession to its public service of such men as Philip 
Ornstien, and that our sense of our loss by his death may be taken to 
mean our determination to preserve the continuity of all the good and — 
great for which his memory will ever stand.

liturgy. It was with obvious pride that he once told me that he could 
still prepare the reading of any parsha in the Torah with the same ease 
as he could draw up a report. |

INTERVIEW FOR THE E JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
MR. BEN-AVI. 

“OW that the revival of the Jewish life in Palestine is being 
discussed on all hands, it is interesting to learn that a 
daily paper. printed in Hebrew (not Yiddish be it noted), 
has come upon the horizon, and is actually managing to 

flourish upon its circulation and advertisements, and is independent 

of any subsidy. 


The Editor of this unique journal, of 
which there has lately been published 
a weekly English and also a weekly 
Arabic edition, is Mr. Ben-Avi, a- son 
of the famous lexicographer, Elezer 
Ben Jehudah. He is now in London, 
and to a representative of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE this gentleman spoke with 
enthusiasm of the possibilities of Jewish 
daily journalism in the new Palestine. 

Mr. Ben-Avi was born some 85 years 
ago in Palestine on the day when the 
foundation was laid of the first Jewish 
colony, Rishon Le Zion. His father 
wanted him to be the first means for the 
experiment of Hebrew-speaking from 
the time a child could speak at all, 
and therefore, did not permit his son 
to attend school until he had reached 
his seventh year, when he began to 
learn European languages. Mr. Ben-Avi is to-day the oldest of the 
voung generation of Palestine, some 20,000 souls, who speak Hebrew _ 
with perfect fluency as their usual every-day tongue. He was sent to 
Paris at the age of sixteen where he graduated as a teacher, after- 
wards completing bis studies in oriental languages in Berlin. 

At the time of the “ Young Turk” revolution Mr. Ben-Avi was 
called back to Jerusalem to found, together with his father, the first 
Hebrew daily paper in Palestine. The disappointment felt by the 
Palestinian population at the failure of the Turks to grant local 
autonomy to the Jews and Arabs, drew severe criticism from that 
paper, for which Mr..Ben-Avi, as Editor, was thrown into prison. | 

When the world-war broke out Mr. Ben-Avi came out strongly 
He urged upon Turkéy with all 
his might not to enter the war on the side of Germany. When 
Turkey took that fatal step Mr. Ben-Avi had to leave the country, 
together with his father and family.

He then left for New York where he undertook propaganda : 


work not. only on behalf of the Zionist cause, but also in advocacy of 
British interests in the Near East. He spoke in all at 760 gather- 


ings during his tour, the meetings being held in Synagogues, . 
He must have © 


Churches, Clubs, Lodges, and Military Academies. | 
addressed in the aggregate over one and a half million people, Jews 
and non-Jews, and was able to evoke great enthusiasm and 
sympathy for the Jewish cause and for the Mandatory power of 
Great Britain in Palestine. At the same time he contributed to 
many newspapers, and also issued a famous leaflet entitled “ No, 
you don't know the Land,” which was published by the Zionist 
Organisation of America and distributed throughout the country. 

The culminating point of Mr. Ben-Avi's career was reached when 
he was sent by the Zionist Organisation of America to Philadelphia 
to represent the Jewish people at the signing of the New 
Declaration of Independence of, Small Nationalities, held in the 
Courtyard of the Liberty Hall of that famous citv—the Hall where 
Washington and Jefferson signed the American Declaration of 
Independence. | 

The Chairman on that occasion was Professor Masarvk, who 
later became President of the Czecho-Slovak Republic, and» Mr. Ben- 
Avi’s speech, which was delivered in English, was listened to by an 
audience of three thousand people. It made a profound impression, 
and was described by the bhewspaper correspondents as an inspired 
new call from Zion. 


When the Armistice was signed, & group of young Palestinians 


asked Mr. Ben-Avi to return to Palestine immediately so as to. 


become the chief of a new Palestinian group, whose aim it was to 
cultivate friendly relations with the Arabs and to facilitate co-opera- 


tion with the British authorities. As soon as e arrived in Palestine,

THE MOSAIC LAW IN POLITICS.—VI. 


‘* He that putteth not out his money on interest, nor taketh a bribe against the 
innocent. He that doeth these things shall never be moved. Psalm rv., 5. 

When the world wish»s to travesty the Jew, it represents him asa 
Shylock, a usurer. Yet, as we know, the Mosaic Law forbade him even 
to take interest in his home tradings, the object of the law being to keep 
the Israelites among themselves an agricultural people. Interest was 
only permitted in foreign trading. It was not until mediwval times that 
money-lending became a Jewish trade, and then not from any love of the 
calling. Jews adopted it because they were driven into it. They were 
excluded from honest trade by the burghers, who enrolled themselves 
into guilds from which the Jew was eagerly and rigidly shut ont. 
The only means of living left to the Jew was supplying money 
to a licentious priesthood, who pawned the sacramental plate to feed 
their passions, and to an equally licentious and still more rapacioug 
nobility, who set at defiance the laws of God and man. Jews were forced 
into this one calling by Christian intolerance. History tells how our 
fathers Strove to emancipate themselves from this galling yoke of servitude 
and risk—for they were at best but catspaws of kings and priests, who 
took the lion’s Share of the profits of this dangerous trade. ~-Church and 
State used the Jews as a sponge which they could squeeze into their own 
coffers. And even here the Lombards became their rivals. The greatest 
Italian families, ike the Torlonia family, gained their wealth, power, and 
distinction by trading in money. As for the commercial relations of Jews: 
with non-Jews, Jewish law never tires of insisting that the Jew must go 
out of his way to pay the most punctilious regard to the requirements of 
honesty. 31239 NOX: “It is wrong to deceive a non-Jew 


in appraising goods beyond their ordinary value” 13 35 
MAPA 2 yIIbO: “He who acts unjustly to a non-Jew is as if he had 


acted anjnsily to God Himself.” The history of the Gibeonites shows 
how sacredly an oath to non-Jews was to be obgerved, though obtained 
by fraudulent means. According to the Sages, King Saul sealed his fate 


because he abused the pledge given by Joshua, that the Gibeonites

lending 1s degraded by a few to an oppressively and dishonest ‘calling, 
itis the Jew who is most severe in his censure of those who bring shame 
on themselves and disgrace on. their community. If there was 
one nation i the world whom Israel had cause to hate it was the 
Ryyptians, Who embittered their lives by a bondage, the memories of 
which never died out of the national consciousness. Yet the Israelite 
was sternly admonished, “Thou shalt hot abominate the Egyptian. for 
thou wast astranger in his land.” His long slavery in Egypt was to 
teaclti the Israelite the cardinal lesson of consideration for others. 
One grand principle taught by Judaism is to the effect that mankind 
are not to be judged by the religious standard Judaism sets up for 
its own professors in reference either to dogma or practice. But the 


measure is to be taken by that ethical religion under which a man may 


happen to be born or educated. Rabbi Salondi says, the Mosaic dispensa- 
tion crnbraces 613 precepts, David reduced them fo thirteen heads, Isaiah 
to six, Micah to three, Amos to two, Habakkuk to one, viz., “but the just 
shall live by his faith.” In reference to this latter text the Midrash 
Tanchuma makes this remarkable commentary : ‘The just shall live by 
pis faith! The Holy Oné, blessed be He, will, in the future state, judge 
mankind according to the faith under which they severally live, and this 
is the meaning of the words of the prophet; The righteous shall live 
insoN OM within the measure of his faith.’ Hence Judaism asserts that 
a man may be eminently pious and God-fearing, and ‘be saved, here and 
hereafter, and yet be quite outside Judaism.” In the days of Maimonides 


the Talmud contained these words, subsequently exercised by the Church: | 


N37 pon OA? MR TON, “The pious of all nations 
have their share in a future state.” One of the causes why Judaism 
is not understood is doubtless owing to the fact that it was the comnron 
practice of the Church to expurgate all passages, like the one quoted, 
from the Talmud and post-Talmudic literature which referred to 
Christianity, as well as lacune occasioned by the pruning knife. The 
Talmud attributes the foundation of Christianity to the extremely harsh 
conduct of the Nazarene’s teacher, and, strange to say, even this passage 
was eliminated by the inder erp rgatorius. All that Judaism requires on 
the part of the nations is the fulfilment of those simple ethical rules 
without which society could not exist. 
| INSTITUTIONAL JUDAISM 

belongs to Jews alone. Hence it was taught that heresy, as such, does 
not apply outside Judaism, The Talmnd alleges that 


races outside Judaic bounds are not necessarily to be classed among. 


idolators, although they apparently worship other gods, and the 
reason. is given: OMMIN “because their supersti- 
tions, views, and practices are the immediate result of education.” 
The Talmud even goes so far as to assert that the belief by non-Jews in 
the mystic dogina of the plurality of the Godhead—incarnation—} Av— 
is not intended by Christians as a mental idolatry,. but is solely the 
hallucination resulting from the prejudices of education, which even the 
healthy and matured intellect is not always capable of casting off. So 
large is the doctrine of Judaism in its relation tonon-Jews!. In the same 
spirit the author of the 1V2N ‘37 NIN asserts: “I call heaven and earth 
to witness that, whether Jew or non-Jew, man or woman, man-servant 


or maid-servant, the spirit of God rests on all alike who strive to their 


best. to fulfil the duties and obligations of life.”. Ibn Gebirol in his 
M2273 thus apostrophises the Supreme: “Thou art the great God! 
All creation testifies that Thou art sole God, and that Thou shouldst alone 
be the august object of man’sadoration. All men, how imperfect soever be 
their service, strive to worship Thee. Thy glory, however, is not dimmed 
because nen err in their conception and worship of Thee. They i//tobelieve 
aright, although their belief and their worship may be wrong. Like blind 
lich, they walk in what they think to be the right path. They wander, 
they stumble, they fall, they grope in the darkness, till at last they 
reach the wide and open gate that leads to Thy dread and radiant throne.” 
Can words be more beaming with love than Gebirol’s estimate of Judaism ? 
Aboab, commenting on the text in Genesis iii., 4, “to keep the way of 
life,” observes: “The whole difference between Jews and non-Jews is 
this: The Jews have been shown and know the path; to the Gentile 
religion is still a maze ; consequently they stumble, but not intentionally. 


And therefore the prophet Malachi says, ‘ For from the rising of the sun, 


even unto the going down thereof, My name is great among the Gentiles, and 
in every place incense is offered unto My name, for My name is great among 
the heathen, saith the Lord of hosts.’” With one more quotation from 
Jewish literature we bring this series of discourses toaclose. Bibaje in his 
TON writes: “The tendency.and aim of religion is to propagate 
Divine knowledge. And on this point all the different forms of religion 
asree, whether they treat on Divine matters, as our holy law does in 
narrating the creation of the world and the revelation from Sinai, or on 
the Divine corporeality and trinity, as in the Christian religion. They all 
endeavour to bring forth Divine knowledge, which leads to the belief in 
God (8 appropriated to different comprehensions. Nay, even the ancient 
idolators, the worshippers of stars and constellations, were aiming at the 
‘ame purpose. The people in general considered the heavenly bodies as 
divinities worthy of being worshipped. The wise thinkers supp sed God 
to be too high to influence the world directly, and therefore to have 
a leading power to the stars constellations. Thus, they all 
believed ina primitive Being—a first cause, according to their conception.” 
Thus did Jewish thinkers in every age discriminate between the theory 
and the practice of religion. | 


JEWISH NATIONAL ‘MOVEMENT 


Dr. Weizmann on the Zionist Position. 


The Palestine daily,“ Ha-arectz,” printed in its issue of the 
15th of December, 1919, a statement by Dr. Weizmann, of which 
we gave a short ertract in our last issue. “In view of the. 
importance attached to it and of some manifest errors of trans- 
lution which crept into the report as it was transmitted to us, 

_ the Zionist Organisation has been good enough to supply us for 
publication with the following authorised translation :— 

Our political work has two fronts—one in London and at the Peace 
Conference, the other here in Palestine, said Dr. Weizmann. What 
interests our people here and elsewhere is the fundamental question: Are 
we getting anything, and have we asked for enough ? | 

We who were at the centre of the political work were often compelled 
to actintuitively. It was impossible to determine beforehand what could 
and what could not be asked for, The force of our demands depended on 
our internal strength, and that in turn depended on two factors—the 
persecutions of Jews in the Diaspora (the Judenschmerz) and a positive 
factor—recognition of the creative forces in Judaism. All these forces 
were not also always clearly in our view. Fora long time we lived not 
in the centre of Jewry, but in a country in which Zionism was not very 
well developed. Echoes of great movements reached our ears, but these 
echoes had not the necessary driving force. ae 

The catastrophes which befel our people were not a help but a 
hindrance to our political work. And that for two reasons. . When the 
mouth of hell opened to swallow our people in all the lands of persecu- 
tion, it was impossible for us to be free in our work. The massacres 
smote us with hammer-strokes, with the heaven-rending cry for help. 
And all the time we were penetrated by the conviction that no territorial 
scheme could bring radical help to the growing sufferings of the people. 
If not for this conviction, our Zionism would not have differed from that 
of the ** Ugandists.” We could only work, therefore, according to the 
dictates of our own understanding, and in accordance with existing con- 
ditions—with what it was possible to obtain and (more important) what 


it was possible to carry out. 


In our view the central point towards which our work must be 
directed was the recognition of our people’s : | 
HISTORIC TITLE TO PALESTINE. 
When our moral claim is ratified by the Powers, it will be made good by 


Jewish effort. This was broadly the philosophy underlying our political. 


work. It was clear to: us from the very first day that between the decla- 
tion of our rights and their attainment would lie the most difficult period 
for Zionism—a period in which our Capacity and energy would be faced 
by the hard trial of the birth-pangs of redemption. _ ie : 
) The Balfour Declaration was for me the great. trumpet-call, which 
should have aroused the masses of our people and created among them a 
sort of Messianic movement. But what did it create in fact? Apart 
from the Hebrew Gedud in Palestine, in which I see a particle of all that 
I hoped to see, there was nothing but barren enthusiasm. Even as 
regards money, not more than half-a-million pounds came in. Jewry has 
not yet answered the call; the great vision has not yet come to pass; 
there has ‘been no stirring of the masses such as we saw in the first 
voluntary enlistment of Englishmen. All this belittles the Declaration. 

Perhaps it is our fault.as well, because we did not live with the masses 
and among them. Be that as it may, we have attained the maximum 
that was possible in view of the conditions which I have mentioned. 

I am not a diplomat, and if I have achieved anything, it is just 
because 
I AM NOT A DIPLOMAT. 
Mr. Balfour has met many greater diplomats than myself. If you want 
to kill me—call me “diplomat.” I came to Balfotir as a man of the 
people, as a man far from diplomacy, _ I told him honestly and sincerely 
the condition of my people, and therefore he understood me. And because 
I approached my task in this way, and because honesty and sincerity 
were my weapons, I could say nothing except what I felt. 

To sum up: the Declaration and the Mandate will have whatever 
value we give them. If they are to mean a Jewish Commonwealth, we 


must begin now to regard the Mandate as settled, and, on the basis of the: 
* declaration of our rights, to set up the great engine which is necessary 


for their practical attainment. We have not only to work out schemes 
with scientific precision, as is being and must be done; we have to 
mobilise our strongest arm, to put on our most formidable. weapon— 
Prophecy—if its embers are ‘yet alive in the heart of Jewry. Socal 

I shall be asked whether I can see this great vision. My reply 
is that I see here and there a flash, but the flame I do not. see. 

What have we achieved? Palestine will have boundaries that wil 
suffice from the economic point of view—wider perhaps than its historical 
boundaries. Within these boundaries there will be created political and 
economic conditions favourable to our development. The Jewish people 
will have certain prior rights in regard to public works, acquisition of 
land, and the development of the Hebrew language, education, and 
culture. These’ privileges will be given us because we come to the land 
not as ordinary concessionaries, but as a body corporate which devotes 
its energies to the development of the land, as a source.of benefit to the 
people and to the country. Perhaps 

THE MOST IMPORTANT POINT | 

is this: to recognise the unity of the Jews in Palestine with those outside 
Palestine, for Palestinian Jewry will be regarded as a political unit, not 
only because of those who actually live in Palestine, but also because of 
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those of our people who live in Palestine in idea. The Zionist Organisa- 
tion, or the organisation which it will create, will be recognised by the 
world as a political force. 

With the help of these“*ffindgmental conditions and of the British 


- administration in Palestine, in which Jews must have a share and an 


influence, our great work will be made possible. And now I pass to our 
Palestinian “front.” 

Until I came here the British Government maintained the point of view 
of the status quo, of preserving the existing position. For this reason nothing 
could be done. ‘This position led to despair and demoralisation. Faith in 
England’s promise was weakened, because the English opposed . the 
beginning of systematic work. : 

But now there has been an almost complete change. We have still 
indeed, to contend with hard facts, because a military administration 
cannot work as quickly as a normal civil administration, and whatever it 
does is done slowly. But the English now agree to a scheme of work and 
to the initial plans for emigration. The work that we can do now will 
almost suffice for the forces that we have in the country for some time to 
come. Whether the change will continue depends on our work. | The 
English do not believe in speeches. They understand the concrete: they 
are empiricists. | 

THE ARAB QUESTION | 
is complicated. We ourselves.are Nationalists, and if there is really 
national movement among the Arabs, we must treat it with absolute 
seriousness. For this reason I have always reckoned with Faisal. He is 
the only man who can really be regarded as the representative of a move- 
ment; and though he himself is in a difficult position, he‘is convinced 
that it will be for his own good to co-operate ‘with the Jews. 
sort of joint programme. ee 

As regards the local situation I cannot express any definite opinion. 
The Arabs here are subject to various influences. They are told, in the 
first place, that the J ews will come suddenly in their millions and 
conquer the land and turn out the Arabs. And when they read the 
speeches of our D’Annunzio—Mr. Zangwill—they may well believe it. 


But responsible Zionists have never said or desired such a thing. . 


Secondly, there has been an idea—and the English have shared it—that 
there is not room in Palestine for a large number of settlers. That is an 
entire misconception. 
Tangier, and in California to realise that there is here a wide field for 
work on a large scale and for a large Jewish immigration without disturb- 
-ing a single Arab. Obviously, the Jews cannot throw themselves on the 
country if there is no room for them. We want a living achievement, not 
a catastrophe. It is only out of she heat of enthusiasm and for propa- 
ganda purposes that the people in Damascus say things which are against 
simple logic. Our best weapon against this propaganda is work—only 
work. That is what Ihave explained to the English. If they do not let 
us set to work now, this propaganda will go ‘on, but it will cease when 
our work begins. | | 
Our programme of work demands a strong, undivided Zionist 
Organisation. The American Zionist Organisation has grown very much 
during the war. It has had till now, and will still have in the near 
future, a great task to perform because of the destruction of Jewish life in 
Eastern Europe. The growthof the Zionist organisation in America was 
sudden, and it had not time to fit itself properly into the general 
organisation. It issubject to the influences of its environment, and there 
is a hintabout it of the Monroe Doctrine. We Zionists of Europe must 
draw the American Zionists to us as once we drew those of Germany. 


This we shall do without difficulty if only we come to our people in» 


America, which is bone of our bone and flesh of our flesh, and explain to 


it the underlying ideals of our world-wide Zionist Organisation. I have 


always said that we have to fight geography, 
AND WE SHALL FIGHT THE ATLANTIC, TOO. 

The Zionist idea will cross the ocean like an aeroplane and conquer 
distance. 

We must as soon as possiblt get into closer touch with the Zionist 
Organisations in Russia and Central Europe. For various reasons the 
connection between London and these organisations has hitherto been 
insufficient, and lack of a clear understanding of the position has led to 
unrest and discontent in the countries in question.

‘This would give us a great impetus both in Palestine and outside. I¢

I 
have no doubt that if we carry out these small schemes and explain what 
we are doing to the Jewish people, the National Fund can obtain a 
million pounds a year. In England alone, where the Jewish community is 
neither very large nor very sympathetic to our movement, the income of 
the National Fund has risen tenfold.

It is clear, too, that, as we supposed, Dr. Weizmann when hc 
spoke of the Zionist Organisation as a political force had in mind the 


Organisation to be created in Palestine, and not as seemed from tlic - 


report of the interview, which was before us last week when we wrote,

TRIBUTES TO THE ZIONIST LEADER, 


IMPORTANT ADDRESS. 


On Sunday evening, at the Princes Galleries, a reception was held in 
yonour of Dr. Nordau, to whom was presented an address in album form, 
signed by the Council of the English Zionist Federation and the hon. 
ofticers of all its constituent societies, welcoming him to England. Dr. 
WEIZMANN, Who has just returned from Palestine, presided over a large 
and enthusiastic gathering. 

Mr. Israel Zangwill wrote as follows in the course of a letter to the 
Secretary, Mr. H. J. Morgenstern: “I should have joyfully seized the 
opportunity of paying my homage to a Prince in Israel were it not for 
the fact that I am lecturing on the same day at Worthing on behalf of the 
British and Foreign Sailors’ Society. This lecture was arranged months 
ago: it has been advertised by posters ; and it is impossible for me at-this 
late hour to change the date, but I am sure you will have a very successful 
goirse. Pray present my apologies to Dr. Max Nordau together with this 
explanation, and believe me, with renewed regrets.” | : 


Letters expressing regret at their inability to be present were also 
received from Haham Dr. M. Gaster and Mr. Jean Fischer, a member of 
the Zionist Executive. re 


The CHAIRMAN said that a very great, honourable, and pleasant duty fell 
to his lot inextending a welcome to Dr. Nordau. (Cheers.) The personality 
of the guest of the evening, his world-wide fame, his literary and scientific 
achievements, relieved him of the duty of introducing Dr. Nordau to that 
gathering. It was still less necessary to introduce Max Nordau to a 
Jewish and Zionist gathering. His name was a household word in Jewry, 
He wasasymbol and a banner in Zionist circles. His nanie was associated 
with the greatest, with the brightest, and and also with the saddest pages in 
the annals of the movement. He had been connected with it since its very 
inception. Everyone who was acquainted with the history of Zionism 
knew the powerful influence which Nordau’s mind, Nordau’s speech, and 
Nordai’s advice and guidance had exercised on the movément and on its 
adherents. He was the author of the Basle programme. He was the 
author of those great and prophetic speeches which burned their way into 
the annals of Jewish history. With prophetic insight he characterised 
the position of Jewry, and he thought, much to the regret of Nordau, and 
to the regret of all of them, his prognosis had come true. Like Jeremiah 
of ancient times, he depicted the situation of our people in words and 


pictures, which would remain for ever a monument of how Jewish history 


had to be written and to be interpreted. But not only that, he guidedand 
advised the leaders of the movement throughout the development of 
Zionism. And now, after five years’ separation, for which none of them 
was responsible, they met together again. They had their Nordau again 
in their midst—(cheers)—he was sorry to say slightly aged, slightly tired, 
but they hoped that mot only that reception, but his stay here 
would give him partial compensation for all he had had to endure during 
the time of his involuntary exile. He had come here to work again in 
the movement. Heshould not really say “again,” he had never ceased. 
He had come to work in the political.and other labours which were at 
present developing rapidly, and which had brought them to the greatest 
events they could live throtigh. He would bring his powerful mind to 
bear onthe problems and questions which interested all of them so deeply. 
Possibly there might be questions on which not all of them would agree: 
| But he thought they’ could see the way to a complete and harmonious 
co-operation and collaboration. He was quite sure that the National 


Hlome was about to be realised. His sincere wish was that it would be 


given to Max Nordau to see in Palestine the beginnings of this Jewish 
National Home, and to find there at the end of a brilliant career the great 
moral reward for all his labours and the work he had done for the Jewish 


people. (Cheers.) Palestine was ready to receive Nordau, and he thought 


Nordau was almost ready to go to Palestine. (Cheer 8.)

Dr. NORDAU, who received an ovation on rising to respond, said: 

The more than kind words of welcome which I have heard from the lips 

of the Chairman and the orators that followed him, which I find repeated 


and fixed in the beautiful document with which you have honoured me, 


moved me deeply. Iam neither ingenuous nor conceited enough to take 
these eulogies literally. I know what share should be assigned to courtesy 
and affection. However, even the exaggerated appreciation of what little 
I may have done has its value and usefulness. It acts asa stimulus to 
him who is the object of this praise. To a man of some pride, to a man 
of dignity and honour, , exaggerated eulogy will have the effect of 


inciting him to deserve in the future what he feels not to have 


merited in the past. This spur is not superfluous just now. The people 


of Israel is at present living the momentous hours of its three thousand. 


years’ history. It has been set before a decision which places it on the 


threshhold of a new evolution, that might lead it to glorious destinies or 


end in disaster. I will explain what I mean. : 
THE WORLD-WAR 


which has scarcely finished was largely a war of the Jewish people. That 


seems a paradox, yet it is absolutely true. There are something like 
13,000,000 Jews in the world, including those sections of our people living 
in neutral countries. We furnished 900,000 soldiers to the different armies 


at war. That means about 7 per cent. of the whole number of Jews, 
_ This proportion has been equalled by few and surpassed, I believe, only 


by one of the contending nations—the French. We have had 80,000 dead, 
fallen on the battlefield or who died of their wounds, and something 
like 200,000 casualties. All the other peoples that participated in 


the war knew exactly what they fought for. They had concrete 


interests to defend, which they knew and considered sufficiently worth 
risking and sacrificing their lives for. The aggressors were moved by 
criminal egotism, by lust of domination and conquest, by greed of profit. 
The attacked were inspired by the love of their assaulted and imperilled 
country and by the determination rather to die than to become slaves of 
a ruthless enemy. What did we Jewsfightfor? In the first place for the 
sake of our native countries. We were inspired by our sense of duty, by 
our loyalty to our different birth-lands. We went to the war with 
enthusiasm in those countries that grant us justice and liberty, and treat 


usin the same manner as all the other children of that country. But 


even in those countries that discriminate obviously against us, the 
Jewish youth, the Jewish soldiers did their duty without joy but 
stoically, unhesitatingly, and shed their blood for countries where 
they were humiliated and insulted like sentenced criminals and 
hunted like the beasts of the wilderness. Now, these gallant 


soldiers who risked their lives, have they at least the satis-. 


faction of knowing that their. sacrifice istappreciated and recognised? 
Can they now indulge in the idea that having gallantly done their bit, and 
considerably more, they have at last vindicated the Jewish name and 
heightened the position of the Jewish people in the world? Look around 
you. Your eyes will everywhere meet the answer to these questions. 
Even in the advanced and highly cultivated countries of the West we see 
| A HUGE WAVE OF ANTI-SEMITISM | | 
welling up from the darkest, most secluded depths of atavistic prejudice 
and of hereditary injustice; asphyxiating gas rises from deep abysses 
like a cloud, condensing like an irrespirable mist round the Jewish 
population, surrounding them with suspicion, ill-will, anda hatred which, 
in many cases, degenerates into absolute persecution. In the benighted 
countries of the East there is no question of anti-Semitism. There, the 
most criminal passions are let loose against our people, and satisfy 
themselves in ruthless bloodshed, in crimes of every description. 
In this dark picture, however, there is one bright spot which may enable 


‘us to forget even the ghastly sight of Russia, where 100,000 gory, cruelly- 


mutilated corpses are strewn over the soil soaked with Jewish blood, 
whence the desperate shrieks and groans of millions of our people reach 
our ears and sicken our heart. That bright spot is the Declaration of the 
British Government promising us the faculty of building up a National 


Home for our people in Palestine. (Cheers.) I will not lose my time 


and yours in trying precisely to define the meaning of the words “ National 
Home” and entering into a scholarly controversy about the political 
meaning of that formula. The National Home will be what we are able 
to make out of it. (Cheers.) The very calculated vagueness of the words 
is an encouragement. We cannot reasonably expect the English Govern- 
ment and nation to set out to build up in Palestine a complete State, 
with Well-ordered administration, sound finanves, a reliable and numerous 
army strong enough to secure the country against foreign enemies, and 
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maintain order and security inthe interior, and perhaps to give it also a 
system of international relations and alliances ; and when all this is done 
to turn to the Jewish people and to invite them courteously to take 
possession of the new house which she has constructed, furnished, and 


prepared for their reception! (Laughter). That we really cannot expect. - 


All we can expect and hope for is that the British Government should 
Enter into the country and show 
what you are capable of doing. (Cheers.) Exert your powers, show 
your gifts, make of that country a flourishing spot of the globe. Cover it 
with crops and fruit trees, and flocks and cattle, with houses, villages, 
and towns, with roads, railways, and canals, give it justice and culture, 
raise there a generation of strong, healthy, highly-cultivated men 
and women, and when you have done that, then step forth—say in 
a quarter of a century's time—and tell us,’ ‘Now we have come 
of age; we thank you for your kind and most fruitful tutorship, but now 
we wish to take the management of our affairs in our own hands,’ ” 
(Cheers.) When we are‘able to talk in that manner to the British Govern- 
ment, Iam fully convinced that England, very glad to be liberated from 
a responsibility which certainly she considers a very heavy burden, will 
say to us, ‘“God-speed !” and will allow us to continue on our way alone, 
without her suidance. I am not in the habit of thinking and speaking in 
terms of mysticism, yet in the present case I cannot resist the impulse of 
calling providential the fact that at the very moment when England, 
together with her Allies, was worried with the idea what to do with the 
newly-conquered Palestine, at that very moment there were on the spot 
two men. Dr. Wéizmann and Mr. Sokolow, who couleéapproach the states- 
men with whom the decision rested and direct and polarise their minds 
towards Zionism and the aspirations of Zionism. These two great Jews with 


their clear mind, their’strong will, their quicknessand readiness of repartee, — 


and their convincing and telling eloquence, brought about that great result | 
which we find condensed in Mr. Balfour's Declaration.. {Cheers}. Dr. 
Weizmann in London, and Mr. Sokolow in Paris, brought home with 
wonderful foree the arguments of Zionism to the minds of the statesmen 
of the leading countries. They knew how toanswerall objections. They 
knew how to produce a good opinion of our will, of our capacity, of our 


earnestness, and of our tenacity of purpose. Thanks totheir endeavours, | 


thanks to their great gifts, thanks to the warmth of their Jewish feelings, 
they carried the day, No other at that time could have done that work, 
because the Zionist world-organisation was. absolutely paralysed through 
the war. which did not tolerate any. society spread over the old and new 
worlds. and comprising elements that to one group or the other of 
the belligerents. were alien. enemies. Happily, providentially, Dr. 
Weizmann and Mr. Sokolow were there. and the miracle was realised 
of having ina unique moment the only men that could make the best of 
the opportunity. If other men had then and there acted as the advocates 
of the Jewish cause, if it had happened to fall into the hands of other. 
counsel with less capacity. with less vigour, with less convincing power, 
I dm afraid the statesmen. who are practical, prosaic, matter-of-fact men, 
would have judged their contention as chimerical, as Don Quixotesque— 
perhaps as silly. Happily, Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Sokolow were inspired 
with the noblest, greatest, and grandest traditions of our people. Their

But be thatas itiay, 
later generations will know whether Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Sokolow’s 
work is an entire and brilliant success, or perhaps only a partial sucess. 
But whatever may be the outcome of their great work, one thing is sire. 
their names are immortalised independently of the final results of their 
work; . their names are sure. to be inscribed in the annals 
of Jewish history in letters which no time can ever wipe 
out. (Cheers.) And now once more the tragedy of Israel! In this ycar 
of Israel's deepest stress when millions of our unhappy brethren shrick 
for help, England opens the door to them and offers them, not a mere 
refuge, but a definite permanent home with peace and honour.

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About Books. 


Social Zionism. 
“SoclAL ZIONISM,” by Mr. Bernard A. Rosenblatt (Public Publishing 


Co., New York), is a collection of selected essays, which happily refrain 
from sentimental gush, but constitute an earnest attempt to give a 


. practical interpretation of some of the highest ideals of Zionism. In an 


Introduction to the book, Judge Julian W. Mack points out that the rapid 
growth of the Zionist movement in recent years is due, perhaps, in largest 
measure to the added hope and belief that in a Palestine with an eventual 
Jewish majority, and therefore in a revived Jewish civilisation, the social 
visions of the people of Israel would be translated into law and practice. 
He further urges that the Jewish people, chosen as ever for service, would 
thereby be enabled again to offer to the world an example of social Justice, 
the finest fruit of a nation’s creative power. The Pittsburgh Programme, 
adopted by the American Zionists in June, 1918, represents in part this 
social view. As one of the makers of this programme, Mr. Rosenblatt, 
the author of “Social Zionism,” is peculiarly fitted to expound its prin- 
ciples, especially in so far as they relate to land and taxation. | 

Mrs. Joseph Fels also contributes a preface to this work. She regards 
it as most encouraging to those who are hoping and striving for real social 
progress to see a serious effort made by publicists to adapt modern 
science to human nature. She holds that it is not enough for land 
reformers to say that the earth belongs to the human race and that each 
person has the same right to its use as all others. That may be 
justice, but it does not accord with human nature, since the idea of 
ownership is too deep-rooted to be lightly set aside. Men and women 
wish to own land, to hold the title to it, to sell it, or to bequeath it. 
People like to hold land as they own a house, or furniture, or the clothing 
on their back. ‘ Mrs. Fels regards the problem as‘an effort to find a way 
to harmonise the right of all men to all land, and at the same time to 
secure the right of the individual to a particular piece of land. Mrs. Fels 
thinks that the Pittsburgh Programme: has placed this idea within the 
realm of practical achievement. She points out that students of social 
science will naturally take a keen interest in the experiment of a Jewish 
Palestine. She further expresses the confident belief that those who . 
know and understand Jewish idealism have the right to hope and to 
expect that the Land of Israel will do its “bit” towards the practical 
enactment of the laws of social justice. : ! : 

The principal chapters of Mr, Rosenblatt’s volume are devoted to the 
treatment of the following subjects: ‘ The Role of Nationalism in History,” 
“A Social Commonwealth in Zion,” “Jewish Law and a Sanhedrin,” 
“A Jewish Industrial Army in the Zion Commonwealth,” “The Zionist 
State and the Land Problem,” and ‘A Jewish Commonwealth in Zion.” 
The social tendency in Zionism, as expounded in this work, may. be — 
briefly illustrated by the following attempt to tabulate a summary of a 
portion of the author’s thesis: I. Prospects and Policies. A. Palestine 
as a Jewish State under British Protection. B. Palestine as ‘a - 
Jewish Homeland. c. Palestine as the Land of Jewish Immigra- 
tion. II. Education and Religion. A. Education will be in Hebrew, and | 
free in all branches,. schools, and grades. B. Judaism will be separate — 
and distinct from the Jewish State in Palestine. III. Status of Non- — 
Jewish Population. A. Equal Rights for all Palestinians. 3B. Palestine 
will be a Jewish State only in the sense that a majority of the population 
will be Jewish. IV. Possibilities of Leadership in Social and Economie 
Organisation. A. The Jew as a social force in history. B. Jewish co- 
operative efforts in Palestine. V. Relations to Diaspora Jewry. A. The 
racio-religious connection between Palestine Jews and their brethren ott- 
side of Palestine. (7) This relationship is established in Jewish history. 
‘ad/ In the Maccabean era, there was a large community of Jews in Egypt 
who were intimately connected with Palestinian Jewry. (6) During the 
Talmud era, there wasa large community of Jewsin Babylonia which was 
bound up with Jewish life in Palestine. (#%) The Sanhedrin, representing 
the Jews of the world asa religious body, will meet periodically in Palestine.

_ Mr. Rosenblatt presents a well-defined theory of social action with 


— respect to,Zionism. While all his essays may not command unqualified — 


assent in every detail, the important fact to note and to appreciate is 
that Mr. Rosenblatt is a writer who is a clear thinker, and as such is 
fully able to offer readers of different views a suggestive basis for indepen- 
dent reflection. One who can provide others with material for thought 
always deserves, and is sure to win, a measure of gratitude. : 


A Mediaeval Jewish Secretary. 


_ _ The vicissitudes of a Jewish secretary, whom his master, an Emir 
in Damascus, compelled to adopt Islamism, and to accompany him on 
his pilgrimage to Medinah and Mecca, are described by Mr. Jacob Mann 
in a fine essay, “Moses ben Samuel, a Jewish Katib in Damascus,” 
originally contributed to ‘The Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society,” 
April, 1919. Moses ben Samuel, a native of Safed, and the secretary in 
question, depicts his experiences in five poems, which are extant in two 
‘manuscripts in the Bodleian. Each strophe consists of three rhymed 
hemistichs, while the fourth is a Biblical verse ending in ‘?. In addition, 
each strophe begins with a letter of the alphabet or the author’s acrostic. 
Poems i., iii., and v. are alphabetical, while No. ii. has the acrostic, 
‘I, Moses b. Rabbi Samuel,” and No. iv. commences, “I, Moses b. Rabbi 
‘Samuel, who requests full forgiveness from God, who preferred the faith 
of Moses and Israel.” This implies that ultimately the secretary -poet 
returned to his former religion, and as an erstwhile convert asked for 
Divine pardon. 
The story which Mr. Mann has rescued is most entertaining. A 
deputation waited upon the Caliph, and read before him a petition 
advocating a number of restrictions against ‘the people of the tribute ” 


Jews and. Christians). The viceroy proposed that no Jew or 


Christian should be allowed to attain any dignity or authority in the State, 
and none of them be employed as katibs (secretaries). The Caliph agreed, 
and the edicts were despatched to all the provinces in Ab, and during the 
next month, Elal, reached Damascus, where Moses was acting as “ katib” 
to an Emir. When the new treatment of “the people of the tribute” 
became known, the attitude of the other subordinates of his master 
towards Moses completely changed. Moses returned to Damascus in the 


‘month of Tishri, and spent the Feast of Tabernacles in constant fear of 


the fate about to overtake him, On the- Eighth Day of the. Festival he. 


J. Harward, entitled, ‘‘ What does Bergson mean by Pure Perception?” 


was arrested and brought before the Emir. He seems to have been 
tortured, and was dangerously ill for three months. After his recovery 
Moses was forced to renounce Judaism and to contintte’to act as “katib” 
to his master. Thereupon the latter resolved to make a pilgrimage to 
Mecca, taking with him all the members of his household. In vain did 
Moses attempt to evade this enforced religious ceremony by pretending that 
his recent illness forbade him to undertake such an arduous journey. He. 


_ was compelled, however, to join the Emir’s company, and the interesting 


account of his pilgrimagdé, written with a superb sarcasm, testifies to the 
author’s state of mind while outwardly. performing the rites of Islam. 
After many thrilling experiences, the secretary-poet was finally delivered 
from a Cruel fate, and returned to his former religion, Mr. Mann is 


unable to assign any definite date for this episode, since the beginning of —

Mr. Mann prints the Hebrew text of these skilfully wrought poems, 
provides an excellent English translation, and furnishes an extremely 
useful series of notes and references and vérifications of Biblical quota- 
tions. The essay is a fine example of care and scrupulous accuracy, and 
could only have been written by a real stadent Whose deep knowledge 
gives him a lucidity of exposition and a sureness of touch which never 
approaches dogmatism. |

Increases of 
expenditure included £310 in respect of killing in Liverpool, £688 for — 
poultry killing, £1,686 for cartage from the Ministry of Food, and £261 in 
respect of the recent strike of slaughterers. These items amounted to | 
£9,741, leaving a surplus of £727. | | 

Mr. D. Frost drew attention to the discrepancy between the amounts 
received on account of shop Shomerim and the cost of these officials, 
and urged that the butchers were well able to defray the total cost. |

| Are “ Liberal Jews” Jews? 


From “THEOLOGICO-POLITICUS.” 


[To THE EDITOR. ] 

S1r,—Of course they are. But for a reason which they are unwilling 
toadmit. For the term “Jew” connotes race and nationality rather 
than religion. By “nationality” let me hasten to explain that I do not 
mean political nationality. Jews are political nationals of the countries 


in which they are born or naturalised. But “ nationality ” signifies much 


more than politics. In the case of Jews it involves identity of origin and 
history, culture ‘and outlook, and common sympathies. 
term may have coincided with religion, but in these days of non- 
observance and free-thought it is no longer so. That religion canuot 
nowadays'serve as a differentia of Jews is evident from the fact that we 
all know Jews who ‘tithe. practise, nor profess, nor believe in the 


Jewish religion—some of them are avoWei #theists and nothingarians 


—yet we unhesitatingly regard them as belongihg to the Jewish people ; 
and of course the outside world so regards them. 


But it is different in the case of a synagotue. The character of a | 
synagogue can only be determined by its publicly-declared tenets. When, 
therefore, Mr. Lionel Jacob assures us that his synagogue does not — 


recognise the binding authority of the Bible, and Mr. Mattuck tells us that 
it is distinguished from other synagogues by teachings which reach down 
to the very roots of spiritual life, it is clear that Hill Street cannot be a 
Jewish synagogue. If there is one thing for which the Jewish religion 
stands it is, the acknowledgment of the authority of the Jewish Bible, 
which is now repudiated. The Bolshevist tendency of such teaching is 


away from Judaism. As the Liberal Synagogue is not a Jewish place of 


worship, the Jewish Religious Union cannot be a Jewish movement. 


They Know Not What They Do!

S1r,—Your very arresting article under the above caption arrived at 
the conclusion that “religiously speaking Liberal Jews are not, in fact, 
Jews at all.” | 

As one who has from time to time drawn attention to some 
of the anti-Jewish views advocated by the leader of Liberal Judaism in 
this country, and repeated by a few of his admirers, I feel bound to dis- 
sociate myself from the sweeping conclusion at which your article arrives, 
namely, that “ Liberal Jews are not Jews.”

With the teaching of that body I 


entirely disagree ; but I refuse to assert that the members of that body. 


are no longer Jews. How many of them have the faintest idea of the new 
teaching propounded by their President? How many of them understand 


his theology? Does he really understand it himself? .Moreover, and this | 


is my last word: What is the standard whereby we can judge the faith 
of our fellow-men, born in the same religion as the rest of the House of 
Israel? Let us, if possible, keep the wandering sheep from losing entire 


touch with the fold. Let us not cast them out.

tect Sunday Dr. D. Jochelman addressed the Stoke. Newington and 
Stamford Hill Literary and Social Bociety on the “ History of the Jewish 
Territorial Organisation.” 

Mr. M. G. LIVERMAN, the President of the Society, was in the Chair. 

Dr. JOCHELMAN, after tracing the history of the Jewish Territorial 
Organisation, gave as the principal reasons for its apparent failure, 
so far, firstly, that there seemed to be no suitable territory availabie, 
and, secondly, that there were no fanatics in the Ito. At present 
the Ito was dormant. It consisted of men who had left the Zionist 
Organisation because they did not believe in the political possibility 
- “obtaining Palestine, but these men thought they had no right 
to take any step which might do harm to the Zionist cause. 


They 


had been careful not to criticise what was going on in the Zionist 
Organisation, in order not to give cause for anyone to say that 


they intended todo harm. They hoped the time would come when they 
would be able to co-operate with the Zionists. If the results of the 
preseng , Zionist. negotiations were not what they expected, the Ito might 


again start its work.. At any rate, he thought they would agree that the 


Ito had been an honest attempt to help the J ewish nation. 
Mr. 8. NEWMAN proposed a vote of thanksto Dr. Jochelman. Whilst 


— thoroughly appreciating the high-minded efforts of Territorial leaders at 


the time, he considered Jewish Terri orialism a ¢hapter in the Jewish 
National Movement, which they might be p leased was closed, 


Mr. LEVINE seconded the motion, and said he gave the Ito honour for 
having responded at a critical time to the cries of suffering Jews. 
He did not speak as an antagonist of Zionism, but he asked them if they 
were satisfied at the present moment with efforts that the Zionists 
made, Whilst they were beating loud drums, Jews in Russia and 
Poland continued to suffer. They did not require teritory, but safety, 
aud the Zionist movement did not offer anything definite. 


Dr. JOCHELMAN said it was very easy now to be a Zionist—it cost 
but one shilling, and then they could enjoy themselves wherever they 
liked! It was merely @ gilt-edged organism. He would be the first, to 
shout from the house-tops of the success of Zionism, but he did not see 
any success. How could a nation like the Jews, who were expected to 
be practical people, have been so blind as not to see what was going on? 
There were cértain limits even to blindness, fo fanaticism. There must 
be an end, and he did not want them to be deceived. He personally thought 


that at the time when the Allies needed us we could haye got 
Palestine,

Golders Green Synagogue.

A mentee of the seatholders and a reception by the Hon. Officers was 
held on Sunday at St. Edward's Hall, Finchley Road. Mr. Benjamin Drage 
was in the chair, and was supported by the Rev. [. Livingstone and the 
Iixecutive. The meeting was well attended, and evidence of marked 
enthusiasm for the cause of the Building Fund Appeal was evinced 
throughout the proceedings. 

Mr. Drage reviewed the progress which had been made since the 
formation of the Synagogue in June, 1915. He pointed to the difficulties 
that had been encountered, and referred with gratification to the sub-

The Kev. L,. Livingstone made a strong appeal to the members to do 
all they could te hasten the erection of a sanctuary that they could call 
their own, 80. that they. would soon possess a spiritual rallying-ground to 
Strengthen them in the traditions and teachings of their faith.

fund came up for discussion. The Chairman stated that there was nothing 
definite to report, the Manchester Health Committee having so far 


declined to entertain the Board’s proposals. The Cheshire wounty 


Council had definitely refused to deal with any scheme that might be. put 
before them. At present there were three alternative schemes to be 
considered: (1) to approach the municipal authorities once again with a 
view to obtaining a Jewish Ward and Kasher Kitchens; (2) to build a. 
separate Jewish Sanatorium ; and (3) to cencentrate on after-care and- 
hopeless cases. 

Dr. Haring, who had been speataity invited to attend the meeting, 
was asked to express his views. He stated that tuberculous cases must 
be divided into three classes: (a) the pre-tuberculous, (v0) the notifiable 
cases and those that could be treated in sanatoria ; and (c) the discharged 


- Gases, viz., those where the disease was arrested after treatment, where 


it was.not improved, and where it was going worse. The sanatorium 
cases, (class b) were generally speaking dealt with satisfactorily under the 
the National Insurance Scheme, which was retarded by the War, but 
would tend to improve. But with regard to the discharged cases (class c) 
there was at present no provision made. In this latter class, the patients 
as a rule, ought not to go back to their former employment, but it was 


- necessary to find then employment with a reasonable amount of fresh air, 


food, and of work. In his opinion, it was impossible for a body such as 
the Board to cope at once with the whole vast problem of consumption, 
but they should concentrate on one or more of its phases, and he thought 
that the best immediate task that the Board should undertake would be 


‘to look after the discharged cases (class c). 


A long discussion ensued, in the course of which it was pointed out 
that it might be possible to arrange for the provision of Kasher Kitchens | 
in existing sanitoria, provided the Community undertook the expense. 
Finally, Councillor Finburgh proposed: 

That in view of Dr. Haring’s explicit opinion that the After- Care of 
Tubercular Cases is the more important problem, and demands immediate and 
preferential treatment, it is resolved that nothing further should be done with 
regard to providing special sanatorium arrangements, but that efforts be made 
to secure Kasher Kitehens at existing sanatoria, and that steps be taken as seqn 
as possible to institute a scheme for the After- Care of Consumptive Cases 

The motion was carried unanimously, 

The Chairman then read a draft scheme of After-Care which had been 
drawn up by the Clerk, Mr. Ephraim, with the help of the Hon. Seeretary 
(Mr. Henriques). The scheme was postponed for further consideration. 
The Chairman stated that there was a prospect of land being secured 
close to Manchester on favourable terms for the purposes of the scheme. 
It was the unanimous decision of these present that the new scheme 
should be carried out quite separately from. the ordinary work of the 
Board, and under the direction of a special Committee that would be 
elected for that purpose. The Board would — give every possible 
assistance to this new Committee.

A POLE’'S. ADVENTURES. | 
An interesting case was heard at the City Police Court on 
Friday, when Herman Gersht, a Polish Jew, was charged as, an 
‘alien with landing in England without the permission of the immigra- 
‘tion authorities. It was stated that he was born at Lodz in 1898, 
came to England in 1914, and resided in North Street, Cheetham, In 
February, 1916, he was registered as an alien, and the following year 


applied to return to Russia in preference to joining the British Army. He — 
embarked at Liverpool in September, 1917, for Archangel, and nothing 


further was heard of him until the 2nd inst., when he applied for registra- 
tion at the Town Hall, but was unable to produce any documents giving 
him the necessary authority to land in England. 
was sent to Moscow and afterwards to a military camp for training. Sub- 
sequently, he was sent to the German frontier and was soon after 
taken prisoner and sent into Germany. He remained there till the 


' armistice was signed, when he was taken over by the British authorities. 


and sent to Rouen, where he remained till December last. Being tired of 
incarceration in a. camp, he managed to escape, boarded a boat as a 
stowaway, without knowing its destination, and found himself ina few days 
at Newcastle-on Tyne, whence he journeyed to Manchester. While on 
the boat, a period of four days, he stated that he was without food. 

Mr. Lustgarten, who appeared for the defence, said that the case had 
its ludicrous as well as its tragic features. The defendant offered himself 
in the first place to the British Army but was refused, and as his mother 
and a brother were in Poland he decided to return to Russia. After about 
only fourteen days’ military training he was put in the first. line, and it 
was no wonder that he was taken prisoner. He then found that his 
mother and brother had been killed, so that all fumily ties with Russia 
had been broken. He had a trying time in the German camp and also 
at Rouen, and now having landed in ‘this country he was charged with 
coming back to the place from which he had started in order to do his 
duty, both to his own family and to the Government. He (Mr, 
Lustgarten) thought the man had suffered sufficiently. 

The man was committed to prison for twenty-one days, but the 
Stipendiary refused to recommend him for deportation. : :

A Manchester Communal Rabbi. 

From “ W. S. N.” 

: [To THE EDITOR.] 


S1r,—In the course of my wanderings during the last five and twenty 
years, I have been a frequent visitor to Manchester. This circumstance 
and certain old family ties have made me take a constant and more than 
ordinary interest in the affairs of that great Community. It was, there. 
fore, but natural that the announcement, in the last issue of your valuable 
journal, that the Community contemplate the appointment of a Com- 
munal Rabbi should have vastly intrigued me. 

Not to the superficial observer alone does Manchester appear to be the 
best organised Community outside the Metropolis. Harmony and good 
feeling are predominant. It has an efficient Shechita Board, a Beth 
Din of recognised authority and standing, a flourishing Talmud Torah and 
Yeshibah, an almost world-famous Jews’ School, and all the other 
appurtenances of a well-ordcred communal centre. There is no lack of 
qualified. and respected Rabbonim, and it is, therefore, all the more 
difficult for me—for as an onlooker I see most of the game—to understand 
what purpose is to be served by the appointment of a Communal Rabbi. 
What will his duties be?) What duties are there—if any—which cannot 
and are not being fulfilled by the present Rabbonim and Ministers of 
Manchester ? | 

Do the promoters of this proposal—and I give them credit for having 


the interests of the Community at heart—realise that the scheme involves 


deliberate insult to men who have for years laboured among them, and 
who will now find their authority questioned and their position under- 


mined by a stranger brought in to serve the petty interests of a small |

Do the unconscious instruments of this intrigue understand that their

THE JEWISH INTER-UNIVERSITY FEDERATION. 


The Federation, which embraces Great Britain and Ireland, held its 
second conference on the 7th inst. Mr. H. Dagutski (Manchester), 
Delegates were present from 
Birmingham, Cambridge, Edinburgh, Glasgow, Leeds, Liverpool, London, 
Manchester, and Oxford. 
The Hon. Secretary, Mr. D. B. Stanhill (Manchester University), read 
messages approving the objects of the Federation from leading members 
of the Jewish Community. The Chief Rabbi wrote: “Your Association 
stands for the promotion of the study and knowledge of Jewish and

Hebrew literature and for the advancement of the Jewish cause through- 
- out the world. What a magnificent programme. 


future communal leaders be men of Jewish knowledge, equipped with the 
Jewish conscience, and the truc Jewish consciousness.” Mr. Israel 
Zangwill wrote: ‘I trust you will be able to constitute a body which wil! 
be of real service in these difficult times. Not only is Zionism now aliving 
political issue, but the problems of the Diaspora are more insistent 
spiritually, and more tragic materially, than at any previous era of our life 
in the exile. Even in England we have to deal with an advancing anti- 


Semitism.” Communications from Haham Dr. Gaster‘and Dayan Feldman 


were also read. 

The CHAIRMAN, in the course of his address, said that the conference 
was indebted to the kindness of the Leeds University Students’ Association 
and the Alpha Phi Fraternity for their invitation to meet in that city. 
They wished to play their part in the difficult times ahead for this and 
every country and for their fellow-Jews in particular. Jewish students 


must feel their Jewish individuality broadened, their confidence 


strengthened, and their outlook widened by coming into contact with a 
large organisation which embraced all classes of students and every type 
of University academic experience. They would, indeed, be backward 
if they failed at this hour, when, as a result of improved secondary 
education, large numbers of Jewish men and women were distinguishing 


themselves at the Universities, to bind together so promising and admir- | 
‘able a section of their people “into one cohesive body potent for good, 


directing its youthful energy and enlightened ardour in the great channels 
that would fertilise every field of communal activity. That might 
suggest that they had a political purpose. His own view was that the 
Federation should be decidedly non-political, and should sedulously 
‘preserve its academic character. As an Association anxious td serve the 
best interests of their people and their faith, they were bound to watch 
the progress and study the objects of the Jewish War Memorial, which 
would represent the supreme collective effort of British Jewry to revive 
Judaism, and raise its tone in the British Isles and the British Dominions. 
That Federation had the advantage of being the only organised body of 


academic Jews in this country; they were the mouthpiece of Jewish 


student opinion. Irom their section of the Community would be draw 
most, if not all, of the teachers and ministers who were to be the agents 
of the new-created Judaism. 
A long discussion, in which most of the delegates took part, followed 
with regard to the constitution of the Federation, which was originally 
drawn up: by Mr. Bettram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B. It was decided that the 
objects should include : 
(a) The Federation of Jewish University Societies in Great Britain and 
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Ireland; .(b) to unite the Jewish members of the Universities of Great Britain 
and Ireland, to co-ordinate their common Jewish efforts and energies, and to 
establish relations with similar organisations outside the United Kingdom ; (c) 
‘<o promote the study and knowledge of Hebrew, of Jewish and Hebrew literature 
and Jewish culture generally; (d) to co-operate in the furtherance of primary, 
secondary and higher Jewish education ; (¢) to establish and maintain a Jewish 
library; (Uf) to ‘print and publish works, articles or papers of Jewish. or other 
interest. 

On the motion of the Leeds University Students’ Association it was 
decided to organise a Summer School. The project was left in the hands 


of a Committee, consisting of Messrs. Friedman, A. J, VY. Umanski, 


Wassilevsky, Webber, and the Misses Moss and Deichovsky. 

A Committee was appointed in connection with the formation of a 
circulating library of Hebrew and Jewish books for the purpose of making 
inguirics.

Sir MICHAEL SADLER, K.C.S.1I., Vice-Chancellor of Leeds: University, 
in proposing * Success to the Federation,” said that he welcomed on many 
grounds the establishment of that Federation. — In the first place they of 
Jewish blood and traditions and experience had it in them to unite in one 
living truth two aspects of human effort. For either of these to receive 
exaggerated attention would be full of peril as they were otherwise full 


of blessed opportunities. Jews cared for the nationality of Jewry, but : 


they were not only of their own stock, but of that of the whole world. It 
was because Jews had it in their power tosymbolise a great national effort 
that they might play an important part in the student life of the period. 
The second reason was, that under modern conditions—conditions 
which he heartily welcomed—the whole world was more and more 
pecoming one. He believed it was the historical mission of Jewry at 
this critical moment in human civilisation to act as one of the links 
between West and East. He believed it was their paramount duty at 
present to attempt to bring together, in closer friendship and unity of 
ideas, the Western and Moslem worlds. If only the great University of 
. €airo could be touched, through the Jews, by Western ideals, and if the 
Western world, partly through the Jews, could enter much more fully 
than hitherto into the true significance of Islamic culture, the Jews might 
become one of the great peoples that created bridges. There were three 
fundamental things which people needed, truth, love, beauty. If one 
looked at Europe and America he would find quite a considerable number 
—by no means a majority—of promising artists of genius who belonged 
to the Jewish race. 
belonging to Leeds, was that during the last few years, a young painter, 
Jacob Kramer, whose modesty was equal to his talent, and whose tact 
and good sense were almost equal to both, had risen to one of 
those positions in national art upon which they might congratulate him 
and congratulate themselves. Another painter of great promise was 
Philip Naviaski. If they wanted to know what he was capable of, let 


them look at the beautiful drawing printed on the cover of this month’s — 


Colour, @ place of honour upon which he (Sir Michael) congratulated Mr. 
Naviaski. The Jewish community had for centuries done much for music. 
There ought to be in the world no new music that mattered’ that an 
intelligent young student in Leeds would not have as much opportunity 
of hearing as if he lived in London. His experience through a pretty long 
life in India, Europe, and America was that among men—devout men of 
quite different religions—there was a much wider basis of moral unity 
than the world generally conceded. Christians shared with Jews a great 
deal of ancient Hebrew literature, but how many of the great Jewish 
poets were there whom Christians did not know. One of the works of 
modern Jewish scholarship ought to be to interpret to the modern world 
the great hymns and poems in their language hitherto unknown to 
non-Jews. 

Mr. BERTRAM B. BENAS, Chairman of the Education Committee, in 
responding to the toast of the Federation, said that if the world was going 


‘to help in a Jewish restoration, Jewry had something to give the world 
again— and that was the restoring of their standard of social values, in > 


which the aristocracy of learning was held in the highest esteem. _ 

Mr. M. SILMAN proposed the toast of welcome to the .delegates on 
behalf of the Leeds Jewish community. Further toasts were proposed, 
and responded to by Messrs. Benas, Stanhill, J. Burnstein (Treasurer of 
the Federation), Friedman, Light, Miss Deichovsky, and Dr. M. Umanski. 
Mr. A. 8. Diamond proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman. Later in 
the evening the delegates were entertained to a conversazione in the 
Refrectory at the Lee.& University by the hosts at the luncheon. An

Latterly, as officiating clergyman to the Jewish 
troops in Yorkshire, he came in contact with all types of men, and was 
universally beloved by them. Rabbi M. Abrahams realised and lived this noble 
thought: ‘‘In a world where death is, there is no timeto hate; in a world where 
life is,-there is only time tolove/’’ Twoimportant conferences have taken place 
—firstly, in connection with the proposed synagogue in the Chapeltown district ; 
and secondly, in regard to the question of the new Minister. During the yeara 
coliection was made towards reducing the mortgage, and was successtul,.

The annual Conference of delegates of Affiliated Societies was held 
last Sunday at the offices of the Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abra), 
140, High Street, Shoreditch. Sir Sruanr Bart., President, 
in the charr. 

Mr. M. Casn (Chairman of the Association) extended a cordial w:lcume 
to the President on his return from Poland. It was with no surprise ty 
the Friendly Societies, Mr. Cash said, that Sir Stuart had accepted the 
position of heading the mission sent out by the British Governmeit, th 
result of which, it was felt, would ensure the future prosperity of  thejp 
co-religionists ‘in that part of the world. All of them sincerely hoped that 
their worthy President and Lady Samue! would be spared for many years 
to continue their good v@rk on behalf of Jewry. | ; 

Sir Sruarr SaAMvugEv expressed thanks for the kind welcome that had beey | 
accorded ‘to him. He felt it a great honour, he said, that he, as Presiden, | 
of the Deputies of British Jews and Association 6f Friendly Societies, shoy! 
have been selected to represent the British Government ‘in Poland on hig 
recent mission. He had been entertained most royally by the Jews in 
Poland as the representative of British Jewry. He greatly appreciated 
the hospitality that had been extended to him. He was glad to be back 
again, for there was a considerable amount of work to be done in the 
Community. With regard to their Association, he felt it was gaining 
strength everywhere by the number of societies affiliated to it. He wag 
very glad to be associated with it. The claims the Association made upon 
its members should ‘be responded to more liberally. Heavy responsibilities 
rested with the members. One of their greatest achievements was the 
proposal to establish a Convalescent Home which would tend to bind more 
and more the work carried out by the Association. It would fulfil a declared 
want among the working classes. To make the Home a success it would be 
necessary for the members of the Friendly Societies to speed up, to goa 
little quicker, towards collecting the necessary funds, so that they could 
be independent of charity in their excellent endeavours of giving benefit 
to the sick among them. Another aspect of the Association’s work was in 
connection with the Central Welfare Council for the Jewish members of 
the Forces. Something like £6,000 had been advanced to those men who 
required assistance to start in business, and of that sum the Friendly 
Societies. had only contributed £17. He did not think it quite fair that 
proper appreciation had not heen shown of those men (a great number of 
gone forth to 
battle for the benefit of those left at home. He hoped the Association 
would continue te be successful in the many activities in which it was 
engaged. He moved the adoption of the report. 

: r. M. CasH said that during the year four new societies had been 
affiliated to the Association, and he felt sufe that before vtry long the 
Association would rope in every Jewish friend!y society in the country. 
He referred to the Amalgamation Scheme to make one United Jewish 
Approved Society of the State Sections. of Approved Societies, and to the 
proposal to set up a Council for the purpose of carrying on the work of 
the Convalescent Home. He expressed the hope that the Home would 
be established during the year. 

_.. Mr..M. Crapper (Order Shield of David) said that, although the Order 
which he represented was heart and, soul in the Convalescent Home Scheme, 
it did not feel that it could subscribe to the funds unless it secured certain 
guarantees that its sick members would be well’ cared for. 

Mr. A. Brinperman referred to the question of the Friendly Societies: 
and the Joint Foreign Committee of the Deputies of British Jews. 
An arrangement had been come to with the Anglo-Jewish Association for a 
Joint Foreign Committee, and he did not see why equal right should not 
be accorded to the Friendly Societies, who had collected large sums of 
money for the benefit of their brethren. 

Mr. J. urvy said that Mr. Clapper had expressed very selfish motives 
in regard te the Convalescent Home. To come forward with a statement 
that unless certain guarantees were given, Mr. Clapper’s Order would not 
subscribe, was most unworthy. lf that.was the spirit with which that Order 
was imbued, it would be better for it to withdraw altegether from the 
scheme. Such an attitude did not show brotherhood or good-fellows.ip.

The success of the scheme rested entirely on whole-hearted co-operation. 


Mr. P. M. Pwutiies hoped that the Association would succeed in its 
efforts to rope in the whole of the Jewish Friendly Societies.

Mr. Clapper’s remarks were quite contrary to the best spirit of the move 
ment. He (the er pe agreed with Mr. Levy that the Convalescent 
Home scheme rested entirely upon the general co-operation of strong sacieties 
with the weak, so that they all could go forward together to success.

The annual report states in part :—The Association is represented on every 
“mportant communal body, and is identified with every phase of communal 
activity... Its help is constantly sought and as constantly given. But the 
Association has never yet neglected its fundamental duty of watching over 
the interests of members of Jewish friendly societies ; and representation on 


the various bodies is obviously undertaken in order to safeguard those interests 
Soin as complete a manner as possible. The campaign for reconstruction work 


commenced last year ‘for strengthenitig and improving the solvency of Con- 
Stituent Societies has not made any material progress. This was mainly due 
ty the reluctance displayed by Societies and Branches to dispense with the 
grvices of Collectors. Representatives of the Orders were invited to a‘ 
meeting to consider the question of amalgamation. Pending 4 decision by 
these Orders it was considered advisable not.to proceed with the amalgama- 
tion of Approved Societies. Among the activities of the year, pride of place 
must be given to the Convalescent Home Scheme. Thus a question which 
has been agitating the Friendly Society movement for more than a decade 


Pas now been brought into the realm of practical politics; and if proof: were 


desired of the existence of. the Association, no better could be supplied. 
Special efforts were madé to familiarise members of Constituent Societies with 


I the importance and significance of the scheme. The Executive urge that if 


the Association fails to secure adequate support for a scheme which the 
movement has pledged itself to carry through to a. successful issue, its 
authority must be undermined, and its power to do effective work will be 
correspondingly diminished. The Executive wish to make the Convalescent - 
Home Scheme an example to the Community of the constructive social work 
of Jewish, Friendly Societies, and they appeal to Constituent Societies to 
back them without stint. At the first meeting, this year, of the newly con- 
stituted Board of Deputies it was resolved to continue the arrangement with 
the Anglo-Jewish Association for a Joint Foreign. Committee,. but as the 
Friendly Societies were at that time represented on the Board of Deputies, it 
was clearly impossible to expect representation on that Committee except by 
election. No doubt on.account of being practically unknown at the Board, 
the Friendly Society representatives were unable to obtain effective repre- 
sentation on the various Sub-Committees. The failure to gain such repre- 
sentation, particularly on the Joint Foreign Committee, is regrettable. The 
Association co-operated-in the organisation of the General Day of Mourning 
and Protest against the Pogroms of Jews in Europe. The Association has 
not receded from its attitude towards the Zionist movement, viz., whole- 
hearted co-operation whenever possible and consistent with the aims of the 
Association. By means of remresentation on the Jewish National Fund Com- 
mission and the Friendly Societies’ Committee of the English Zionist Federa- 
tion, the Association keeps in touch with all phases of the national move- 
ment, and will continue to do so. From the inception. of the movement for 
the co-ordination of the various War Services Committees into the Central 
Welfare Council. for the: Jewish Members of the Forces the Association has 


g taken an active part. The Executive were glad to be associated with the 


Jewish War Memorial. Messrs. 8S. E. de Haas and J. H. Taylor, B.A., were 
appointed to represent the Association. The Friendly Society movement will 
learn with pleasure ‘that Mr. B. A: Fersht, one of its oldest and most 
indefatigable workers, has been appointed one of the Secretaries to the War 
Memorial Scheme. The restricted income of the Association continues to 
hamper the work, and the additional propaganda necessitated by the launch- 
ing of the Convalescent Home Scheme rendered the task even more difficult. 
[he resignation through ill-health of Mr: I, Perez from the Executive is 
announced. His keen interest in the work of the Association was of immense 
assistance, and the Order Achei Ameth will also miss a valuable and sincere 
worker. The Association is entitled to feel a measure of pride in the fact 
that its respected resident, Sir Stuart M. Samuel, Bart, was selected by the 
Government to undertake an historic Mission to Poland on behalf of our. 
brethren; and the Executive desire to congratulate Sir Stuart on his safe 
return and to express their admiration for the manner in which he has dis- 
Charged his obligation fo the Government and to his co-religionists throughout 
the world. The Executive regret to report the resignation of the Secretary, 
Mr. H. §. Schildkraut, whose energies and loyal work have contributed so 
much to the success of the Association, and take. this opportunity of con- 
ératulating him on his appointment as General Secretary of the Order Achel.
